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Planners urge 6 
sites for future 
park development

In a review of the official village map, 


the Wheeling Plan Commission has rec- 
ommended sotting aside six sites for fu- 
ture park development, as well as sites 
for fire stations, schools and a retention 
basin. 


Although the park district requested 


seven park site designations totaling 175 
acres of land, the plan commission ap- 
proved only six sites totaling 143 acres. 


The park sites approved by the com- 


mission include: 


• A 40-acre site in the middle of Chevy 


Chase Country Club on Milwaukee Ave- 
nue In Lake County. 


• A 15-acre site to include the quarry 


south of Lake-Cook Road cast of Mil- 
waukee Avenue. 


• A 20-acres site to Include the ball 


diamonds at St. Joseph the Worker 
Church. The park district wants to pur- 


Prospect Heights 
parks seek police 
service contract 


Three of the II Prospect Heights park 


district sites may be patrolled by Mount 
Prospect police under a contract agree- 
ment within the near future. 


Park district officiate currently are In- 


vestigating the cost of such an agree- 
mcnL'^he agreement would primarily be 
Intended to cover Lions Park, which 
bears the brunt of vandalism in the dis- 
trict. Being on Camp MacDonald lined, 
west of HI. Ate. 83, Lions Pak Is Just 
across the street from Mount Prospect's 
boundaries. 


The'new service-maintenance building, 


west of Lions Park, may also be included 
In the arrangements, as would two small- 
er park sites that lie within Mount Pros- 
pect's boundaries. 


"Most of our problems are at Lions 


Park," Pork Comr. Bill Kuhns said. 
"The new buidlngs will have problems, 
too." 


PARK DIRECTOR Ronald Greenberg 


said' a number of railroad tics were sto- 
len some time last week from the Lions 
Park site. He also told the board that 
over the past summer, there have been 
numerous occasions of vandalism, par- 
ticularly at the Lions Park pool, and 
thefts, Including a gross of arrows and 
f 100 worth of hockey equipment. 


Greenberg said

In other business, Greenberg said that 


alt evening park programs will continue 
to be held as planned, despite the energy 
crisis. It was pointed out that schools 
may be ordered to cut back on their 
hours and that could affect park pro- 
grams during the winter months.

• A 10-acrc site, known as the Lichter 


form, located east of Schoenbeck Road 
south of Robert Avenue, to be developed 
as a community park. 


• A 20-acres site,- known as the 


Sclnvind farm, at the northeast corner of 
Schoenbeck and Hlr.tz Roads. The park 
district originally requested 40 acres, but 
reduced the request because of school 
and fire department requests for the site. 


• A 40-acrc site located In the middle 


of Pal-Waukee Airport. 


THE PARK DISTRICT requested the 


designations as part of future planning. 
Park Supt. Dave Phillips said these addi- 
tional sites will allow the district to pro- 
vide adequate recreation for an esti- 
mated population of 45,000 persons. 


The commission also recommended 


placing three fire station site* on the offi- 
cial map. Fire Chief Bcrnle Koeppcn 
asked that the main fire station site be 
moved to well five on McHenry Road. 
Previously, the village had planned to 
build a fire station at the village hall 
when the station at Milwaukee Avenue 
and Dundee Road Is abandoned. 


Koeppen also asked for two substation 


sites. One would be a two-acre site on the 
Schwlnd farm. The only station east of 
the Soo Line R.R. tracks would'be at 
Wolf and Palatine roads.' 


IN ADDITION, the commission set as- 


ide approximately'40'acres east of the 
Soo Line R.R. tracks for a major reten- 
tion basin north of Dundee Road. Village 
Mgr. George Passolt recommended tho 
designation, saying the Metropolitan San- 
itary District still is investigating the 
site. 


"It is still definitely in their planning 


and they have asked us to keep it in our 
minds," he said. Nothing has been dune 
about the basin because of problems with 
federal funding. 


A new joint school-park site was ap- 


proved at the request of School Dlst. 21. 
Supt. Kenneth Gill asked that a site be 
placed on the map just south of the Tar- 
klngton School. 


School Dlst. 23 also requested two new 


school sites. One located just south of the 
John Mulr School on Drake Terrace will 
allow for the expansion of that school. 
The second site Is for a new school on 
the Schwlnd farm. 


By placing the sites on ,he official 


map, the village will give these agencies 
priority in purchasing the land If it is 
ever subdivided for development. Once 
the land Is subdivided, the taxing body 
bos one year to purchase the land or be- 
gin condemnation proceedings. 


The official map k used for long-range 


planning by the village. The map was 
last updated in 1970, although public 
hearings were held In 1972. Revisions 
suggested at these public hearings vvre 
never formally adopted by the village. 


The plan commission will finalize Us 


recommendations for the map at Its Jan. 
17 meeting. It then will be sent to the 
village board for final approval.

Three planners may have blocked Giilderly park plan 


Three'members of the Wheeling Plan 


Commission may have blocked plans for 
a pork site on the 10-acre Chlldcrly Re- 
treat House property. 


They voted against putting the site on 


the official village map, saying it would 
be a stumbling block In the development, 
of a proposed hospital at the site. Despite 
arguments by the village attorney and 
the park district representatives,- the 
three members deadlocked the commis- 
sion with a tie vote. The issue must now 
be resolved by the village board. 


Numerous other public use designa- 


tions requested by local school and park 
officials were approved unanimously dur- 
ing a review of tho official map. 


Two of the three commissioners who 


voted against the park sites are associ- 
ated with the new Citizens Action Pro- 
gram (CAP), a group that Is planning to 
actively promote the hospital program. 
Both Jack Metzger and Gil Monoson, 
members of the CAP, said they did not 
want to create any difficulties for the 
hospital project by giving the park dis- 
trict a claim to the property. 


Ray -Waymcl also voted against the 


park site, saying "I just think they want 
too much property." The commissioner, 
however, voted in favor of six other park 
designations, two of which were 40-acre 
sites. 


THE FRANKLIN Boulevard Commu- 


nity Hospital has been negotiating with 
the Calvert Foundation for the, property 
at 506 McHenry Road to build a proposed 
223-bed satellite hospital. Plans for the 
hospital, announced by Village Pres. Ted 
C. Scanlon in September, are still tena- 
tive. 


Th» park district, however, also has 


been negotiating' for the property, and 
has requested state funds to purchase the 
site. Park board members consider the 
site a valuable open area of orchards 
and meadowland, and are also Interested 
in preserving the old buildings and chap- 
els on the property for their historical 
value. 


Park Supt. Dave Phillips told the com- 


mission that the district is aware of the 
plans for the hospital. "We do feel, how- 
ever, that this site has greater potential 


as a park site than a hospital site," he 
said. Phillips said the Wheeling Histori- 
cal Society has also asked that the area 
be set aside for park use. 


Village Atty. Paul Homer advised the 


plan commission not to wait for the hos- 
pital plans to take shape. He noted that 
the village'has often lost good sites be- 
cause of such problems, and noted that 
the hospital might never be developed. 


Monoson suggested several alternative 


sites to the park district, saying they 
might be better suited for recreation. He 
did not, however, suggest that the hospi- 
tal developers look for a new site,'de- 
spite possible traffic and flood problems 
that might result from that project. 


WILLIAM ROGERS, member of the 


environmental commission, noted that 
the hospltarhas not yet presented any 
plans to the village. "Up to this point we 
must consider this hearsay," he said. 
"The question is do we1 know anything 
about the hospital other than what we 
read in the newspaper." 


By comparison, Rogers said the park 


district has definite plans and proposals 
for the sites. 


Park board members said they ''Ian to 


appeal the commission vote when the 
matter comes before the village board. 
As a special taxing body, the park dis- 
trict does have the right to condemn the 
Childerly property even without the site 
designation.

The pattern started in 1967, the last 


time the Illinois General Assembly in- 
creased the number'of state .troopers, ac- 
cording to Maj. Francis Piper of the de- 
partment's Springfield headquarters. 


"At that time (when the department 


was Increased to 1,700 men) I think the 
economics of the state produced more re- 
cruits from southern Illinois than from 
northern Illinois," he said. ''The result 
was that a good many of the recruits 
were assigned to the rx>rthern districts." 


After a year In the northern districts, 


the recruits would request transfers back 
to the south, he said. That pattern has 
been perpetuated and is one that Piper 
said will take time to phase out. 


"Perhaps we could make a more con- 


centrated recruiting effort in northern Il- 
linois, but then there is a standard test 
that has to be passed and if they don't 
make it we can't take them," be said. • 


ONE OF THE REASONS the depart- 


ment attracts more men from downstate 
Illinois may be its salary scale. Troopers 


start at $9,804 a year — a wage that 
stands up better In rural Illinois than in 
the northern urban area. 


Figures show a state trooper's starting 


salary can be as much as $1,000 less than 
the starting salary of some suburban po- 
licemen. 


It compares, for example, with start- 


ing salaries of $11,024 in Palatine, $10,960 
in Mount Prospect, $10,773 in Schaum- 
burg, $10,704 In Wheeling, $10,144 in Roll- 
ing Meadows, $10,030 in Hoffman Estates 
and and $9,888 in Buffalo Grove. 


It is higher only by about $400 than the 


yearly salary of a new patrolman In Ar- 
lington Heights who earns $9,464. 


Subsequent Increases in a trooper's 


salary come with experience, and, ac- 
cording to Capt. Francis Carrett of the ,

ination by Centner's attorney. The hearing on Centner's June 
25 resignation as chief was continued to Friday. He remains 
on the force as a lieutenant.

A Now Jersey man was killed early yesterday when the car 


in which he was a passenger apparently went out of control 
on River Road, north of Woodview Drive in Mount Prospect, 
police said. Richard L. Hunan, 18, of Ncshanlc Station, N.J., 
was pronounced dead on arrival at Holy Family Hospital in 
Des Plalncs after the 4:50 a.m. accident. According to the 
hospital, the driver of the vehicle, Douglas A. Rlchter, 17, of 
299 Hiawatha Dr., Buffalo Grove, was admitted to the hospi- 
tal in good condition. Police said after the car went out of 
control it struck a tree and fence and overturned. The in- 
vestigation into the cause of the accident is continuing. 


According to police Hanan had been staying with friends, 


unknown at this time, in Arlington Heights. A second passen- 
ger, James O'Donncll, 18, of 11 Crcstview Terrace, Buffalo 
Grove, was not injured, police said.

Both Nancy Hase, ISO S. Kenilworth Ave., and Jean Blasco, 


201 We-Go Trail, were admitted to Holy Family Hospital in 
Des Plaines with second degree burns. Miss Hase was In the 
hospital's intensive care unit yesterday. Both girls' conditions 
were described as good. Mount Prospect firemen said the 
girls were removed from their burning vehicle by DonMd 
Keefer, 24, and Bill Buschey, both of 1004A Boxwood Dr., in 
nearby unincorporated Mount Prospect. 


Kecfer himself was treated at the hospital for burns. It is 


unknown at this time who the occupants of the vehicle which 
struck the rear of the girls' car were. 


Murder hearing continued 


Criminal Court Judge Benjamin Mackoff has ordered con- 


tinued to Dec. 18 pretrlal hearings into the case against IB- 
year-old Israel Pequeno of Palatine, accused of the March 26 
murder of 17-year-old Sharon Soyka of Rolling Meadows. 


The judge's order was issued Friday during a hearing. The 


continuance was the sixth ordered by the judge since hear- 
ings began in June. The continuances have been granted at 
the request of Pequeno's defense attorney, and prosecuting 
attorneys have said pretrlal action could delay the start of a 
trial /or some time. Pequeno, 503 W. Wood St., is being held 
In Cook County Jail for the murder of Miss Soyka, who was 
found shot to death March 26 in her home at 3717 Oriole Lane. 
Police have said Pequeno allegedly shot the girl after the two 
quarreled when she said she no longer wanted to date the 
youth.

a normal number of calls from motorists 
who hod run out of gas. The Illinois 
Gasoline Dealers Association, however, 
sold it was flooded with calls from 
people asking where they could buy gas.

the weekend, Sen. William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., went on national television Sun- 
day to say the time has come to ration 
gasoline and home heating oil because 
Nixon's recommendations for conserving 
energy "won't do the Job." 


Proxmire acknowledged that rationing 


would be costly and subject to black 
market cheating. But he said the govern- 
ment could eliminate black marketeerlng 
by selling extra ratio coupons at pre- 
mium prices high enough to still lead to 
a reduction in consumption. 


In Washington, an administration 


source said Sunday that John A. Love 
has been relieved of his duties as Nixon's 
chief energy adviser because other high 
administration officials disagreed with 
his strong stand in favor of proposals for 
gasoline rationing. 


Officials said the White House will an- 


nounce today that Love has been re- 
placed by Deputy Treasury Secretary 
William E. Simon, 46, who will head a 
new superagency to be known as the 
Federal Energy Administration. 


The source said Love was "sand- 


bagged" by Treasury Department offi- 
cials who were more interested "in quiet- 


Ing the stock market than in solving the 
energy crisis." 


Although Love will continue to serve as 


an assistant to the President, his future 
with the>administratk>n was uncertain. 


In other energy-related developments: 
• There was a report in Washington 


Sunday that the White- House has asked 
Congress to grant a limited exemption 
from the antitrust laws to oil and other 
energy companies. 


• Fourteen Senate Democrats yester- 


day urged the President to prohibit the 
oil industry from making "windfall" 
profits during the energy crisis "at a 
time when the average citizen is being 
told to turn down his heat, slow down his 
car and throw away his Christmas 
lights." They said that oil industry prof- 
its were up 63 per cent in the third quar- 
ter of this year. 


• -Treasury Secretary George P. 


Schultz said Sunday the price of gasoline, 
oil and other energy "are going to have 
to go up," and if the Arab oil boycott 
persists throughout 1974, an unemploy- 
ment rate of 6 per cent is "close to the 
mark." 


• President Nixon this weekend de- 


cided to ease the severe cutbacks in fuel 


allocation for general aviation. High pri- 
ority uses such as agricultural spraying, 
air taxi services and industrial needs — 
originally cut by 20 per cent — will be 
reduced to a 16 per cent cut. 


• The House Commerce Commission 


resumes its markup of the energy legis- 
lation today. Dozens of amendments re- 
main to be considered, but Chairman 
Harley/0. Staggers, D-W.Va., hopes to 
complete the bill and push it into the 
House floor for a vote before the 
Chrismas recess. 


• Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-I1L, said 


hearings will be held Thursday on the 
expected proposal to establish the new 
federal energy administration. He said 
he anticipates that the legislation will be 
reported out of committee before the 
congressional holiday recess.

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Letter bomb alert issued by U. S.

The government issued a "blanket 


alert" Sunday for federal officials and 
U.S. oil companies to be on the lookout 
for letter bombs possibly mailed from 
Toronto. 


The U.S. Postal Service, acting on a 


tip fiom the FBI, notified all "possible 
targets" that the letter bombs might be- 
gin arriving in the mall today. But offi- 
cials said It was only a "precautionary" 


measure and they had no direct knowl- 
edge that any letter bombs actually had 
been ma'led. 


Local law enforcement agencies and 


Civil Defense offices also were alerted by 
teletype. 


Sources said the FBI received a Up 


from an undisclosed source that letters 
containing explosives might have been 
mailed from Toronto last Friday, 
prompting what they described as a 


"blanket alert." The Postal Service said 
it also offered to screen any suspicious 
mail received by the government 
agencies or oil companies. 


The government memo said the letters 


were white and pink and either four 
inches by six inches and I'A Inches deep, 
or four by 11 inches and IVt inches deep. 


The letters were believed to have origi- 


nated hi Toronto, according to the memo, 
but they carried a return address In

Watergate prosecutors still consider 


President Nixon's White House tapes 
their "most Important single piece of evi- 
dence" despite a flaw in at least one of 
them, sources said Sunday. - 


Sources in the prosecution force said 


the tapes now in the custody of the court 
will be the focus of their investigation 
during the next few months. The prose- 


cutors also have requested the White 
House to turn over as many as a dozen 
more secret tapes they believe are re- 
lated to the Watergate case.

Israeli, Syrian fighting flares

Israeli and Syrian forces traded tank 


and artillery barrages for more than four 
hours along the Golan Heights Sunday. It 
was the biggest flareup of fighting on the 
northern front since the cease-fire shoot- 
ing also was reported on the Lebanese 
border. 


On the diplomatic front, Egyptian offi- 


cials in Cairo said another peace mission 
by U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer to the Middle East was "under 
discussion." The purpose of the visit, 
they said, would be to try to break the 
Egyptian-Israeli deadlock on troop with- 
drawals and save the proposed inter- 
national peace conference this month. 


Kissinger came to the Middle East in 


'early •November and mapped out the 
cease-fire stabilization accord which 
Egypt and Israel signed Nov. 11. The 


troop disengagement provision in the six- 
point accord is the only one that remains 
unlmplcir anted. 


Egypt has taken its latest case against 


Israel's "intransigent" attitude at the 
disengagement talks to the two super 
powers. President Anwar Sadat and For- 
eign Minister Ismail Fahmi have held 
separate meetings with the U.S. and So- 
viet ambassadors Friday and Saturday. 


The clash Sunday in the Golan Heights 


marked the biggest exchange between Is- 
raeli and Syrian forces since Oct. 24. 
Syria did not sign any separate cease- 
fire agreement with Israel. A Damascus 
report said three Israeli tanks and five 
artillery batteries were destroyed in the 
fighting touched off by what Tel Aviv 
said was Syrians firing anti-tank shells 
at Israeli forces.

Sunday Senate meet 1st since 1861

At a time when many of them would 


have been at church or on the golf 
course, more than 80 U.S. senators filed 
into their place of business Sunday for an 
historic meeting. 


It was the first time since 1861 that the 


Senate had called a Sunday session. 


It began at 9 a.m. CST and ended just' 


short of two hours later at 10:59 a.m. 
Several senators conceded privately that 
they had an eye on the noon start of the 
Washington Redskins football game. 


But in between, the senators missed 


the two-thirds majority to shut off a fili- 


buster on an amendment authorizing 
public financing of presidential elections, 
turned down an, attempt to g& that 
amendment stricken from a bill raising 
the national debt celling and voted 77-0 to 
adjourn until today. The failure to end 
the filibuster temporarily left the federal 
government unable to borrow money. 


Unlike other filibusters when senators 


have resorted to reading ,the telephone 
directory to take up time, yesterday's de- 
bate was marked by heated discussions. 


Speaking the campaign finance mea- 


sure, Sen. Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., said 
public funding would "encourage a hun- 


dred candidates to run just to get their 
hands into the federal treasury." 


Ervin was given four minutes to make 


his points but .In the middle he caught a 
frog in his throat and tried to cough it 
away. He couldn't so he tried to speak in 
an inaudible rasp. 


"Would the senator please use a micro- 


phone," someone asked. 


"No," Ervin said. "I haven't got 


time." 


Sen. James B. Allen, D-Ala., who was 


leading the filibuster, picked up a micro-' 
phone and clipped it on Ervln's pocket. 


The last time before'thls weekend that 


the Senate scheduled a Sunday session, 
Abraham Lincoln was about to be sworn 
in as president and the Confederacy was 
a month old. The date was March 3,1861, 
and the matter in discussion was the 
Crittendon Compromise — an attempt, 
which proved unsuccessful, to keep the 
country from civil war.

senators were working on their usual day 
of leisure came when Sen. Edward 
Brooke, R-Mass., departed from the 
coat-and-tie regulation and wore a some- 
what more casual turtleneck sweater and 
plaid blazer.

Tho paper shortage hasn't hit Leahy 


Business Archives in Elk Grovo Village. 
Far from It, the company doesn't have 
enough room for all the piper it has — 
more than 100 million pieces. 


Leahy's business Is the permanent and 


temporary storing of company records. 
Founded by the Into Emmctt Leahy In 
1932, the company Is In one of the fastest 
growing fields of specialization. 


Cramming the Inside of the Elk Grove 


Village location — others arc located In 
New York, New Jersey, Mlam! and Bos- 
ton — Is 80,000 square feet of records 
from such area firms as Union Oil, the 
Bank of Elk Grove, downtown Chicago 
brokers and Mount Slnal Hospital In Chi- 
cago. 


WHY SHOULD a company store its 


records with someone else? 


"We're In an age of specialization," 


said Jim McCabo, branch manager of 
Leahy Business Archives. "Records stor- 
age is not a function of a corporation. We 
can do it efficiently and more economi- 
cally," ho added. 


"I've been told by some Chicago com- 


panies that It sometimes cost them $50 
every time they retrieved an old record 
from a remote warehouse by the time 
you considered cabfarc, employe time 
and production time last by pulling an 
employee off the jbb to go get a record," 
said McCabc. "With us, the cost to re- 
trieve a record Is only $3 or $4 and we 
can relay the information needed over 
the phone In a matter of minutes," said 


said, "Great men build companies and 
leave the paper shuffling to someone 
cbe." 


Tho whole operation prides itself on the 


fact that.lt can take care of company 
records better than anybody. Leahy Is 
now known as the "father of records 
management." 


As statutes of limitations expire, 


Leahy's also systematically 
destroys 


documents that are no longer needed. 
McCabe estimated his plant destroys 
about 500 cubic feet of records every 
year, while adding about 1,500 cubic feet 
of additional records. To accommodate 
their growth, a 10,000 square-foot addi- 
tion is presently under construction to 
the Elk Grove Village facility. 


THERE ARE NO sprinkler systems in 


the building, since water is as big on 
enemy to paper as fire. Instead, the 
building Is filled with heat sensitive de- 
vices that sound an alarm directly to the 
fire deportment, if the temperature in 
any one area climbs rapidly in a 'short 
amount of time. 


For those who want more protection 


for their records Leahy's has special 
storage centers, now used by such paper- 
using giants as Bethlehem Steel and Gen- 
eral Electric. Irreplaceable company 
documents and microfilm are stored in 
on isolated New England cave, that 
would hopefully be able to survive a nu- 
clear war.

It's corny, but students 
pop over Kernel Stevenson

Stevenson Elementary .School In Dist. 


21 last week was transformed into the 
Kernel Stevenson Popcorn Company as 
part of a program of career education. 


Dist. 21, along with districts 23, 25 and 


57 In the .Northwest suburbs, participates 
in the Elementary Vocational Education 
(EVE) program administered by the 
Northwest Educational Cooperative. 


The EVE program encourages activi- 


ties that teach children about various ca- 
reers by allowing them to assume the 
roles of professionals in simulated busi- 
nesses. 


The Kernel Stevenson Popcorn Com- 


pany is typical of the kind of projects 
promoted by the EVE program to give 
children a headstart in formulating ca- 
reer goals. The student company was de- 
signed and operated as nearly like a real 
firm as possible! 


THE FIRST STEP in setting up any 


business is obtaining the proper financ- 
ing.' Thus, Stevenson students about 
three weeks ago approached Principal 
Bob Gerry about a small business ban. 
Gerry agreed to back the company on 
the condition that the loan was repaid In 
full (without interest) after the product 
was sold. 


The divisions of the company were 


then outlined, with the 150 students In the 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades involved 
designated to serve as processors, pack- 
agers, poppers, advertising and commu- 
nications personnel and retailers. . 


An Internal newsletter called The Pop- 


corn Press was also established to in- 
form employes and other students of 
company activities. Several other stu- 
dents were assigned to put together a 
scrapbook with pictures and stories de- 
scribing their experiences. 


MUCH RESEARCH was conducted by 


the students about popcorn before the 
company went Into production. They 
studied where and how popcorn is grown, 
its various uses by the American Indians 
and others and how a real popcorn man- 
ufacturer operates. 


Production began with the processors 


dividing the 100 pounds of raw popcorn 
purchased by the students into 50 two- 
pound bags. Packagers then measured 
the popcorn into smaller amounts for 
popping. 


After the corn was popped, it was put 


into bags which sold for five and 15 cents 
each. 


The job of the retailer, who manned 


colorful popcorn stands at the school, 
was made easy by the advertising per- 
sonnel. 


THESE STUDENTS produced a video- 


tape commercial which was shown to all 
classes and covered the walls of the 
school with the product's slogans: "We 
Love the Kernel — He's the Peppiest" 
and "Buy the Corniest Popcorn." Sev- 
eral students also became walking ad- 
vertisements, parading around the school 
wearing popcorn-covered outfits and 
barking the benefits of the product. 


Sales last Wednesday to students and 


that night to parents at a PTA meeting 
netted the company about $98.50. Any 
profits left over after repaying the loan 
from Gerry will be divided among the 
classes participating in the project to use 
as they wish. 


Sixth grade teacher, Margo Rlchter, 


who coordinated the popcorn company 
along with four other Stevenson teachers 
and a volunteer, talked about some of 
the things the children learned in manu- 
facturing their product 


"It related to- everything we're teach- 


ing in the classroom — math, English, 
art — all of it," she said. "They used 
math in measuring the popcorn and the 
ingredients they needed to pop it and in 
making change. They wrote for the news- 
letter and the scrapbook and of course, 
there was art in the advertising." 


The students >also sharpened their re- 


search skills, Miss Rlchter said, and 
even learned some'new ones such as pho- 
tography. 


BY PERFORMING as various profes- 


sionals in the operations of the'popcorn 
company, she added, .the students 
learned about several jobs and that infor- 
mation may help them In making career 


decisions later. 


"It was really a great experience for 


the kids," she said. "Most kids don't 
know what they want to be when they 
grow up and this type of thing gives 
them Ideas. You can reed and .read and 
read about jobs or anything else, but un- 
til the kids actually participate in some- 
thing, they don't really know what It's all 
about" 


Stevenson intermediate students are al- 


ready thinking about another EVE proj- 
ect for next semester. Primary children 
there are getting involved, too. 


LAST WEEK, a group of first and sec- 


ond graders set up their own caramel 
apple factory. Like the popcorn produc- 
ers, these children studied about their 
product, bought the materials they 
needed and made their own caramel ap- 
ples. 


Each student involved had his own job 


for which he was paid in play money. 
The money was later used to purchase 
an apple.

ances have been more modest than 
Mngrudcr's government remuneration, 
th* Rev. Mr. Coffin is infinitely better 
known along the very lucrative Ivy 
League lecture circuit. Hence he can 
hardly be regarded as powerless. 


Coffin's fellow university official, S. I. 


Hayaknwa of San Francisco State Uni- 
versity has, however, (and perhaps too 
harshly) described the Yale Chaplain as: 


"Self-righteous, arrogant and above all 


anti-democratic." 


Referring to Coffin's statement that 


"We must recognize that justice is a 
higher goal than law and order ... for 
reasons of conscience," Hayakawa 
asked: 


"Whose conscience? That of a vocal 


minority? What if my conscience comes 
to conclusions different than Dr. Coffin?" 


HAYAKAWA WENT on to criticize an 


elitism In which civil dlsobeyers are of- 
ten outraged because: (A) They are of- 
ten arrested right along with other law 
breakers such as the Klan, and (B) Be- 
cause the Government, rather than at- 
tempting the impossible adherence to 200 
million very individual consciences, Is 
guided by the majority — and not always 
by the Yale intelligentsia. 


Chaplain Coffin's public stands are 


usually unusual and sometimes down- 
right bizarre. For example, he recently 
called for amnesty not only for deserters, 


draft evaders and all those less-than-hon- 
orably discharged, but amnesty for Lt. 
William Calley ("Because he isn't going 
to kill anyone else") and the late Adolf 
Elchmann as well. 


The Nixon administration might do 


well to note Coffin's generous redemptive 
spirit, and work to have him replace Sen. 
Sam Ervin's entire Watergate com- 
mittee. For if the Yale Chaplain were 
consistent he could end the Watergate 
hearings with the jovial pronouncement: 
"Boys will be boys!" while Mitchell, Hal- 
deman, Ehrllchman, Dean and Magruder 
are amnestied right back into the White 
House. 


"Let us remember that Lincoln prose- 


cuted no one for armed rebellion against 
the United States," reminds Chaplain 


Coffin. (True. But the Rev. 0. A. Kin- 


solving, of Middleburg, Va., was one of 
hundreds of civilian hostages, taken 
without trial and put hi Union prisons, 
while Gen. Philip Sheridan carried out 
the Presidential order to burn the She- 
nandoah Valley of Virginia so that even 
the birds would starve. As for deserters, 
in 1865 Lincoln did offer amnesty, condi- 
tional amnesty, provided that each man 
reported to his unit and served out his 
period of enlistment) 


CHAPLAIN COFFIN and the various 


religious denominations who are cur- 
rently asking for unconditional amnesty 
are thus urging not forgiveness but con- 
donation. 


They are asking the Government to 


condone the Idea that all that any youth 
owes to his country is unilateral determi- 
nation of what he or she deems is moral 
and effective foreign policy, which no 
government can tolerate and still sur- 
vive. 


They also are asking the Government 


to condone the idea that all deserters and 
draft evaders were motivated solely by 
pacifism or opposition to the war, rather 
than cowardice, and, that these' people 
should be as fully entitled to U.S. Citizen- 
ship as the conscientious objectors who 
risked their lives as combat medics, 
making the best of a terrible war.

There has been lota of excitement 


about magnesium, more excitement than 
facts. It Is a light weight motal.and It Is 
essential to the body. Most of It is stored 
in the bones. It Is Important In the ac- 
tions of the vital enzymes that we use in' 
processing our food to energy. 


Magnesium, and other minerals, with 


potassium, sodium, and calcium all are 
Important In the delicate balance of- 
chemicals within our muscle and nerve 
cells. When the balance gets out of kilter, 
nerve and muscle function go awry. Tho 
heart muscle may not contract properly, 
nerves may become cosily excited result- 
ing in twitches or worse, and muscles 
may cramp. It's the balance of all of 
these and other minerals that keeps 
things functioning right. 


Despite exaggerated claims by some 


nonmcdlcal enthusiasts, the evidence 
that there ore any real problems about 
magnesium deficiencies in the population 
at largo is very meager or nonexistent.

Much misinformation is given to the pub- 
lic on these matters in so-called health 
magazines. The truth is that magnesium 
is widespread in our food. It Is hard to 
eat without getting enough of it. 


THE TWO MAIN groups of people who 


often do have magnesium deficiencies 
arc the alcoholics and those people tak- 
ing water pills or medicines to flush out 
water through the kidneys. Such medi- 
cines are used In heart failure, high 
blood pressure, and by some women to 
relieve the problems of premenstrual 
tension with water retention. If hone of 
these apply to you, the chances are that 
you are getting enough magnesium. 


Potassium .is one of the main chem- 


icals In our cells. We have mostly so- 
dium chloride salt in the water outside 
our cells and inside we have mostly po- 
tassium phosphate. The phosphate Is par- 
ticularly Important hi the cell functions 
needed to generate energy. Did you know 
your cells use those phosphates to make 
high energy compounds to run the whole 
energy system of the body? It's our 
stored energy source. 


Potassium Is in a lot of foods, but 


fruits, melons and berries are the best 
sources of it. Watermelon has a lot of 
potassium, specifically 100 milligrams in 
thrce-and-half ounces (100 grams). That 
Is about half as much as a similar weight 
of orange juice. 


IF YOU DRINK orange juice regularly 


you will be getting enough potassium, un- 
less you have a medical problem. Even 
then three glasses of orange juice a day 
will provide as much potassium as most 
doctors like to prescribe In medicines. 


Patients taking digitalis-type medi- 


cines for heart trouble need to be par-, 
ticularly careful to keep their chemicals 
in balance. Inadequate amounts of body 
potassium can affect how the heart re- 
sponds to the medicine.

WASHINGTON - The Herald has 


learned that the source of the IB-minute 
silence on one of Richard Nixon's Water- 
gate tapes has been traced to the 
recently discovered Kohoutek Comet. 


Although many officials in the Nixon 


administration have responded to ques- 
tions about the matter with "no comet," 
several science advisers to the President 
said they had determined radiation from 
the comet caused the erasure. 


Word of the findings of the comet's ef- 


fect on the recording tapes came shortly 
after Rose Mary Woods' testimony that, 
while transcribing Nixon's Watergate 
tapes, she accidentally erased a critical 
portion of the tape. 


A White House spokesman, stating that 


Mi/) Woods' testimony was "inoperative 
at this time," asserted that the comet's 
radiation may have affected other ele- 
ments in the Watergate case. 


"We have reason to believe that the 


radiation from this comet destroyed the 
two tapes we previously believed had not 
been recorded," the spokesman said. He 
stressed that the startling disclosures 
about the tapes were part of the Presi- 
dent's "Operation Candor," in which he 
is "trying to level with the American 
people." 


Astronomers who first discovered the 


comet, which will pass within sight of the 
earth until February, 1974, said they 
were bewildered by the White House 
comments. 


"Why, it's nothing more than a hunk of 


dirty ice," declared one astronomer. "It 
has nothing at all to do with dirty linen 


or tapes. There's about as much radi- 
ation from Kohoutek as there is honesty 
in Splro Agnew." 


White House science advisers have

The President reportedly plans a 


speech to the nation tonight to explain 
how the comet has affected the evidence 
in the Watergate case. 


Tomorrow night, he Is expected to ad- 


dress the nation for a second time and 
cast blame for the energy crisis on 
Kohoutek. 


"It's all the fault of Congress," an aide 


stated yesterday. "The do-nothing Senate 
Is responsible for Kohoutek. As part of

Operation Candor, we plan to Inform the 
nation as fully as possible how the shame 
of Congressional Inaction is responsible 
for this disaster." 


Top officials of the Democratic Party, 


when asked about the effect of. Kohoutek 
on the ^Watergate tapes, said that it was 
just another diversionary tactic on the 
part of the Nixon people to evade the 
truth about Watergate. 


However, one Democratic official said 


he believed the comet had first cast Its 
radioactive shadow during the 1972 Pres- 
idential campaign. Even earlier, he said, 
the comet may have been responsible for 
the hospitalization for depression of for- 
mer vice presidential candidate Sen. 
Thomas Eagleton. 


White House science officials have 


pledged to continue their research on the 
Kohoutek Comet. As the base of their be- 
lief in the effects of the comet on the 
Watergate tapes, they cited the following 
writing of Pliny, killed in 79 A.D. during 
the eruptbn of Mount Vesuvius: 


"We have in the war between Caesar 


and Pompey an example of the terrible 
effects which follow the apparition of a 
comet — the frightening start which 
turns over the powers of earth, showing 
its terrible hair." 


What comets have to do with hair was 


not explained by the officials.

also preceded elections which coup lead-

for Greece's continued presence in 
NATO. 


This was despite the almost universal 


condemnation of the Greek regime by 
the United States' NATO allies, both be- 
cause of its authoritarian nature and 
charges of using torture on its political 
prisoners. 


In visits to Athens, ex-Vice President 


Splro 'Agnew and former Secretary of 
Commerce Maurice Stans praised the 
Greek government for the stability it had 
brought to the country. 


President Nixon declared military aid 


to Greece "necessary to the defense of 
Israel" — a claim negated by Greek re- 
fusal to permit American use of Greek 
bases for supply flights to Israel In the 
Yom Klppur war. (UPI)

DETROIT - The energy crisis didn't 


create the demand for small cars. It Just 
accelerated the demand past the auto- 
makers' ability to build them fast 
enough. 


"We Just never expected It this quick 


and we weren't ready," lamented one In- 
dustry executive, who said the fear of a 
gas shortage also is softening demand 
for tho economy cars and contributing to 
a "slump psychology." 


"The threat of gasoline rationing is 


•till there," he commented after Presi- 
dent Nixon announced the latest cncrgy- 
saving measures. "Until that gets 
cleared up, wo don't rcallj- know which 
•vay sales are going. The confusion and 
stories of lower sales tend to feed on 
themselves and sales could drop lower." 


NEW AND used-car dealers say pros- 


pective customers are perplexed. 


"They really don't know what to buy," 


said one Detroit salesman. "For some, 
all they want to know Is what kind of 
mileage It will get" 


Tho three-year sales boom already was 


beginning to slow down when the first 
gas shortages began during the summer. 
That started a rush toward small cars 
that slowed a bit when the 1974 models 
were introduced and the threat of ra- 
tioning became greater. 


THE SWITCH to the small car began 


In the late 1960s with the arrival of the 
first real wavo of European and Japa- 
nese Imports. It has reached the point 
where Ford and General Motors ore 
spending more than $300 million this 
year to change to small car production 
and figure that won't be enough. 


The problems facing many prospective 


buyers is higher prices for the subcom- 
pacts and compacts, probably a long 
wait If they want specific options and a 
low trade-in for their old car, oven tower 
than they expect If it's a large car.

"The worst part is they al- 
ready have big cars to trade and right 
now if we can't move the big cars we 
have to turn the business down."

though, to be sure, Jolly old Saint Nick 
would never be asked to present a glow- 
ing testimonial before a local chapter of 
Overeaten Anonymous (OA). 


Instead he might lament his own diet 


woes . . . how difficult to continually 
squeeze down chimneys with so much ex- 
cess bulk ... and try but never qulto 
succeed In passing up delicious cookies 
and cakes loft out for him Christmas Eve 
by thoughtful children who enjoy seeing 
the old man fat. 


But Santa, you've just got to have 


more will power! 


Through weekly rap sessions members 


of Overeaten Anonymous, a national vol- 
unteer organization which-believes "com- 
pulsive overeating is a progressive 111- 
ness that cannot be cured but can be ar- 
resled," help each other resist the temp- 
tation to gorge on food. 


THE HERALD previously reported es- 


tablishment of the first local chapter in 
Arlington Heights last June. It was the 
first in the entire Chicago area. Today, 
less than six months later, there are 
more than 15 chapters throughout the 
city and four set up in the northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Most members are diet dropouts who 


don't need to be told how to lose weight. 
What they do need is the comradeship 
and the understanding that build moral 
support and Induce inner self-confidence. 


"It's a form of group therapy that 


really works," said Carole who was in- 
strumental in getting the first chapter 
started. 


"YOU CAN COME and share problems 


with these people . . . even though they 
are strangers, tell them things you 
wouldn't be able to admit to your family 
or friends," she continued. 


Small success stories arc beginning to 


unfold. Some more dramatic than others, 
a 45-pound weight loss as compared with 
only IS. 


"Still not one of the regular members 


is putting more on," continued Carole. 
"It's, a new peace of mind. Many of us 
don't crave food at all anymore." That is 
a big step in the right direction for a 
compulsive eater. 


Yet with the holidays approaching, it is 


a problem for even the normal eater to 
pass up a second helping of plum pud- 
ding or keep from sampling all of the 
Christmas candies. 


AND THE round of parties? However 


to attend them, even enjoy them, without 
bursting seams? 


How are members of OA approaching 


Christmas? 


"Very carefully," laughed Carole who 


added that parties are not very much of 
a problem at all because most com- 
pulsive eaters are sneaky. 


"They don't want people to realize they 


are overeating and therefore rarely stuff 
themselves in public," she said. 


Instead she explained how one woman 


•dally stuffed sweet rolls'into her purse 
(the bag was too'obvious), and another 
ate candy bars in the washroom of her 
office, flushing the telltale wrappers 
down the toilet. 


"OF COURSE we are exchanging reci- 


pes . . . a mushroom dressing for in- 
stance. But we are really concentrating 
on exchanging phone numbers. 'Talk to 
me ... I'm hungry.' That sort of thing," 
said Carole. "The idea Is to get your 
mind off yourself and off of food." 


Carole offered other suggestions that 


anyone worried about a weight gain over 
the holidays, or for that matter any time 
of year, could easily follow. 


She cautions against letting yourself 


get tired. Defenses let down and one is 
much more likely to satiate certain crav- 
ings for food. • 


Try to get out of the habit of rewarding 


yourself with food. 


"One woman" got on the scales, dis- 


covered she lost 18 pounds and then pro- 
ceeded to polish off a half gallon of ice 
cream. She thought she owed It to herself 
to celebrate." 


YET CAROLE further asserts, "It is. 


never wise to dwell on past mistakes. If 
you stuffed yourself at breakfast that's 
too bad, but there's nothing you can do 
about it. Instead concentrate on not 
doing the same thing at lunch. Take each 
day, each meal as it comes." 


Carole also recommends never grocery 


shopping when one is hungry, depressed 
or mad at someone for any little thing. 
And leave the kids at home whenever 
possible. 


Still, Christmas may be a breeze for 


some overeaters who experienced certain 
eating tremors, at Halloween. Wow, all 
that candy! 


One OA member admitted she was 


hoping kids 'wouldn't come to her house 
so she could eat all the candy herself. 
Another, realizing her will power was be- 
ginning to wane, threw most of what her. 
own kids brought.home down the gar- 
bage disposal. It was better that it go to 
waste than for mommy to eat It all. 


WORRY ABOUT today. Take it as It 


comes. Who is going to know if you slip? 
You, for sure. •

Energy crisis hits fashion world too 


Nothing has been left untouched by the 


current shortages — not even the clothes 
on your back. 


Tho bad news Is that besides driving at 


SO m.p.h., wearing sweaters to bed, giv- 
ing up vacations and other entertainment 
among other bleak predictions for the fu- 
ture, the clothing Industry may leave us 
out In the cold. 


The noose is tightening on raw mate- 


rial supplies, chemical feedstock, energy, 
labor and other basics needed to produce 
fibers. 


The man-made fiber Industry and its 


customers are In for a problem period. 
An official of Celanese Chemical Co. 
termed the crisis "the most complex and 
vital development in (ho textile industry 
in the past 20 years." 


MOST OF AMERICAN Industry needs 


energy and oil, but in the fiber market, 
oil is the primary raw material for tex- 
tiles. Sixty-five per cent of all fibers used 
today are man-made. Of the five major 
man-made fibers, only rayon — based on 
wood pulp — Is not dependent on petro- 
leum. Acetate, nylon, polyester and acr- 
ylic are petroleum-based. 


Wool is high priced, cotton Is almost 


non-existent, nylon la scarce and polyes-

tcr is tightening up. DuPont Co. has cut 
back Dacron polyester production by 10 
per cent bccatiso of the shortage of raw 
materials. Monsanto also cut back on 
polyester and phased out some of its ny- 
lon production. And on goes the list of 
major manufacturers forced to cut pro- 
duction and join the fight to procure raw 
materials. 


Lingerie makers facing shortages of 


tricot and brushed goods for sleepwear 
arc In even more dire straits. 


In these "days of denim," the produc- 


ers are working at their height and still 
not satisfying the demand. With prices 
rising 20 per cent and the market rapidly 
expanding, Dan River, one of the big de- 
nim producers, figures it could easily use 


another "SO million yards a year." But 
where is it to come from? 


FABRICS ARE not the only sore spot 


in the clothes market. Casual footwear 
makers are .crying too as they are 
caught up in the materials crisis. 


Denim and canvas'for clogs are in 


short supply. Heels and soles made from 
polyvlnyl chloride, a petrochemical de- 
rivative, are in short supply. 


Vinyl, a substitute for leather, has risen 


in cost 30 per cent in the last 90 days. 
Footwear manufacturers are looking for 
alternatives such as wooden heels, but, 
you guessed it, there's a shortage of that 
too- 


All component parts of making a hand- 


bag — paper, rubber cement, cotton and 


flannel backing among others — are 
hard to get as is the vinyl. Leather sup- 
plies have been affected by the past 
meat shortage. 
• 


Even the beads around your neck are 


at a premium. Plastic shortages 
v are 


causing problems in the jewelry industry 
and are expected to have serious effects 
on spring supplies. Due to the shortages 
of plastic and Lucite, jewelry manufac- 
turers are turning to natural materials 
such as wood, clay and shells. 


WE'RE ON A merry-go-round and the 


faster it turns, the worse the situation 
gets. Add to the raw material shortage 
and the forced cuts In power use, and the 
future looks dim. :

The inevitable result of the whole situ- 


ation is sad. Experts'report that apparel 
prices are heading for only modest In- 
creases this spring, but for fall,' 1974',' 
hold onto your purse.

Piggy bank panic 


Our daughter made an announcement 


last week that sent my husband and me 
into near financial panic. She stated at 
the dinner table that she had accumu- 
lated $9.43 In her piggybank, and she 
thought It would be a good Idea to put it 
into her savings account. 


That alone would have been serious 


enough, but her brothers thought that 
sounded like a good thing to do and want- 
ed to deposit their savings, too. One of 
the boys had $6,39 and the other $4.71. 


Since my husband and I never talk 


about specific financial problems In front 
of the children, we waited until they 
were in bed to discuss their savings. 


"You brought this about, you know," 


my husband grumbled. "Why did you 
ever pay them all back at once?" 


I TRIED IN vain to come up with a 


good reason. "I guess it was just because 
I happened to have enough money," I 
said weakly. 


Now we have always borrowed from 


our children's accumulation of cash, and 
I am always amazed by their ability to 
squirel away change. I have also had 
faith in it. On many days the paper boy 
has come to collect when I am out of 
funds, or there is a sudden need for an 
advance for a field trip when I'm least 
prepared. 


However, I had never before stopped to 


consider that the kids' savings were es- 


sential to the cash flow pattern we have 
fallen into. Now I recognize that, togeth- 
er, they act as sort of a Family Reserve 
Bank — without a charter, of course. 


The mess we are in now was caused by 


my violation of one of our unwritten 
banking rules: Never pay everyone 
back at once. Another rule has been: 
Only one kid at a time gets to deposit his 
savings in a real bank. 


As we discussed this, my husband sug- 


gested that we talk about our family 
banking system with the kids. 


"IT IS A GREAT opportunity for them 


to learn some monetary theory 'prin- 
ciples," he said with growing en- 
thusiasm. "What a simple way to teach 
them abotit deficit financing, cash flow 
and fractional cash reserve!" At this 
point he was getting quite excited about 
the idea. 


"No way," I said firmly. 
"Why not?" he asked, his exuberance 


slowly deflating. 


"Because," I explained, "as soon as 


these kids become the least bit sophis- 
ticated hi their understanding of money, 
one of them will think of charging me 
interest the next time I hit him for a 
loan." 


My husband was very quiet, and we 


dropped the idea. It was evident to both 
of us that every approach to money car- 
ries some risk. 


Peanut logs may keep 


home fires burning 


Peanut "logs" (made from pea- 


nut hulls) may be one of thj ways 
to warm the hearth during the 
energy crisis. Peanut logs burn 
well and cost little according to 
U.S. Department of Agriculture ex- 
perimental research. 


Peanut hulls have been used as 


cattle feed, poultry litter and gar- 
den mulch. But they could end up 
in your living room as useful arti- 
ficial fireplace logs — perhaps, 
even giving off a colorful blue- 
green flume with occasional red 
flares. 


Researchers'at U.S. Department 


; of Agriculture have been working- 


with the peanut hulls because ex- 
cess hulls (after usual uses) have' 
been burned near the shelling: 
plants In large incinerators. Safe 
methods of disposal needed to be 
considered. 


H o m e fireplace experiments, 


(and laboratory testy) show thati 
the peanut bun logs can be made; 
from the absorbent ground peanut' 


hulls, mixed with waxes and made 
into logs. They compare favorably 
with commercial "logs now on the 
market. 


FIREPLACE size (16x4 diame- 


ter) peanut hull logs — made with 
waxes — and two brands of com- 
mercial logs were burned as an ex- 
periment in a home fireplace. The 
commercial logs burned four hours 
compared to three hours for the 
peanut hull logs, but the ex- 
perimental logs burned more vigor- 
ously. 


A salt mix was added to the for- 


mulation, and then the hull logs 
burned with a blue-green flame 
with occasional red flares. 


The experimental logs were eas- 


ier to ignite, odorless and' gave 
little smoke. 


Costs — even with overhead 


added — would not bring the ex- 
perimental log cost up to half the 
cost of the competitive togs, ac- 


• cording to Agricultural Research 


scientists.

state police training academy In Spring- 
field, "salary is one of the most 2'trac- 
tive aspects of the job." 


But though a trooper's maximum sala- 


ry is $16,008, higher than that of most 
suburban departments, it takes 2Q years . 
of service before that salary is renched. 


In comparing salary levels based on 


the number of years of service, state 
troopers also come out lower than five 
out of seven local suburb^ 


Full retirement 
benefits arc not 


awarded to state troopers 'until after 25 
years of service at a minimum age of 55.> 
In suburban departments -etlrement 
benefits can be collected aftei ?0 years 
of service at age 50. 


WHILE MOST white troopers are com- 


ing from ou'.slde Cook County, most 
black troopers are recruited from the 
Chicago and £ast St. Louis areas. The 
total number of minorities in the depart- 
ment Is not high. The ratio of whites to 
blacks in the Des Plaines headquarters, 
for example, is B to 1. Of the agency's 16 
districts, only District 2 in Elgin is head- 
ed by a black. 


Turnover in the department Is very low 


with only about one per cent of all troop- 
ers leaving before' retirement to enter 
other occupations. Consequently the de- 
partment has been able to maintain rigid 
selection standards. 


The elimination process begins when 
hundreds of young men between 21 and 
33 take a written test administered by 
the Illinois State Police Merit Board. 
Prospective troopers have come from 
the ranks of farmers, former policemen, 
truck drivers and college graduates. 


Academically, only a high school de- 


gree Is required, but many men who are 
now applying have had some college 
credit, 
s 


For those who pass the battery of agil- 


ity, memory, lie detector tests and back- 
ground checks, 20 weeks of training in 
the department's Springfield academy 
follow. 


Training includes Instruction in crimi- 


nal and traffic laws, self-protection, aca- 
demic courses, officer-violator contact 
instruction, first aid, one week of rlnt 
training and weapon training. The latter 
is considered one of the most important 
aspects of training and recruits have 
been dismissed for failing to qualify on 
shooting standards. The reasoning behind 
the policy, according to one trooper, is 
simple. "If you give a guy a gun and he 
can't shoot, he's going to hurt some- 
body." 


APPROXIMATELY 15 per cent of the 


recruits are asked to leave either during 
or after training because of grades of 
conduct, a spokesman for the depart- 
ment said. A "bad attitude" can elimi- 
nate a man as easily as the failing of a 


written exam because, as one trooper put 
it, "we are run very much like the mili- 
tary. When you're a trooper you're like a 
private in the Army." 


When their training Is complete rookies 


will spend their first months of work rid- 
ing with a senior officer called a "troop- 
er coach" who works with the rookie un- 
til it is felt he can patrol alone. 


When their probationary year has ex- 


pired, department policy permits troop- 
ers to request assignment to any district. 
Some seek the northern Illinois districts 
because they offer more activity than the • 
southern rural areas. 


"You can train a man a lot faster 


here," according to a spokesman for the 
Des Plaines State Police,headquarters. 
"Three years of experience here is like 
10 years anywhere else. The other dis- 
tricts are happy to get troopers from 
here because of that." 


For the majority of tr oopers, the com- 


pletion of training marks only the begin- 
ning of careers that must span 25 years 
in order to receive full retirement bene- 
fits. 


Some of the reasons they stay are ex- 


plainable, the troopers say. Within the 
state police there is more specialization 
than in small suburban police depart- 
ments and therefore more chance for ad- 
vancement and diversity.

Priority list 
for U.S.-funded 
highways OKd 


Representatives of nine Northwest sub- 


urbs have agreed on a list of highways 
and roadways that should be given prior- 
ity for federal funding. 


The group met as a committee of the 


Northwest Municipal Conference to seek 
funds from the Federal Assistance to Ur- 
ban Systems (FAUS) program. 


Elk Grove Village Prcs. Charles Zct- 


tek, chairman of the committee, said one 
of the first things the group will do Is 
send • letter to Langchorn Bond, head 
of the Illinois Department of Trans- 
portation, wklng for guidelines in getting 
the federal money'and asking, how much 
will be available. Zettek said he expects 
J2 million to 13 million a year, but that Is 
only an estimate. 


After the suburbs arrange their list by 


priority, the state will select what it con- 
alders primary highways aid handle 
funding for them. The suburbs will then 
apply for the federal money, on a 70 per 
cent matching basis, to improve the ur- 
ban roads. 


In Elk Grove Village, for example, Zct- 


tek said he listed Arlington Heights 
Road, Blcslerflcld Road, Oakton Street 
and lllgglns Road as major thorough- 
fares requiring extra attention. 


When tho priorities have been decided 


and the amount of available money Is 
known, Zettek said his committee will 
apply through tho conference for fund- 
ing. 


The committee will meet again Jan. 10 


for further discussions. The meeting will 
be at the Elk Grove Village municipal 
building.

Work's supposed to resume today; if it doesn't, 


it's going to be a long, cold and bumpy winter

Construction on Dundee Road is sched- 


uled to resume today, but any further 
delays make It likely motorists will have 
to struggle through a hazardous winter 
on the existing pavement. 


Paving of the road began more than 


three weeks ago, but has been delayed 
several times because of what the state 
colls weather problems and a cement 
shortage. Workmen have not done any 
paving In more than a week, contending 
that the ground is too wet. However, pav- 
ing was done last week on other roads in 
the Northwest suburbs. 


Albert Slfrcr, project cnlgnccr for the 


Illinois Division of Highways, Friday 
said, time was running out and workmen 
will have to proceed rapidly If two lanes 
arc to be completed before winter. 


Because of the time of year, he said It 


Is unlikely Ideal weather conditions will 
exist. 


THE PHOJECT consists of widening 


16,000 feet of Dundee Road to four lanrs 
between Eimhurst Road and III. Rtc. 53, 
through Wheeling, Arlington Heights and 
Buffalo Grove. Workmen began paving 
from Eimhurst Road and so far have 
gotten to about 1,000 feet east of the 
north extension of Buffalo Grove Road. 


The road has been under construction 


since September, 1972, when workers be- 
gan installing sewer pipes. Although ac- 
tual road construction did not begin until 
last August, motorists have been Incon- 
venienced since sewer Installation began. 


Slfrer said the state contract with 


Greco Contractors calls for road con- 
struction to be completed 210 working 
days after It was begun. Working days 
are defined as days when the weather 
and other factors v.111 permit men to 
work on the project. 


So for. Slfrcr said, about 98 working 


days have been used by Greco. "They 


can work through next year and still not 
tue all the working days," he said. Once 
the working days are used up, the con- 
tractor will be assessed a fine for each 
day over the limit. 


S1FRER SAID although Greco has 


been cooperating with the state, the firm 
has been unable to do a lot of work on 
Dundee Road because of the com- 
mitments. "They're doing the best they 
can, but they've got two big jobs," he 
said. 


In addition to Dundee Road, Greco also 


Is doing work on Golf Road in Schaum- 
burg. Sifrcr said because of the weather 
problems and the cement shortage, as 
well as a shortage of paving equipment, 
Greco has had difficulty keeping up with 
both jobs. 


About two weeks ago the Buffalo Grove 


Village Board passed a resolution asking 
that two lanes of the road be completed 
by Dec. 1. Last week the Buffalo Grove 
Chamber of Commerce protested to Gov. 
Daniel Walker and several state legisla- 
tors about the "lack of progress" on the 
mad. Recently some resident have gone 
as far as calling Dundee Road -"a death 
trap." 


SINCE OCTOBER, 1972, shortly after 


construction began, about 137 accidents 
have been handled by Buffalo Grove Po-, 
lice. Others, however, have been handled , 
by Illinois State, Arlington Heights and < 
Wheeling police departments. 
t 


Although rotlce said most of the acci-I 


dents are the "fender bender" type, ' 
some have resulted in serious injury. At 
least one man has been killed in Buffalo 
• Grove as a direct result of the road con- ' 
structlon. 


Although Buffalo Grovu police said 


some of the accidents can be directly at- 
tributed to the construction, they said the 
Increase in accidents slcce construction 
began has not been substantial. How- 


ever, mishaps such nj when a car falls 
off the side of the road into a ditch, are 
not classified as accidents in most cases. 


Sgt. Kenneth Blanchette said last week 


that from Oct. 10 to Nov. 22, police on 
the midnight shift assisted 17 motorists 
out of ditches along Dundee Road. 
During the day, he said there are prob- 
ably even more mishaps such as these. 
In most cases, Blanchette said police 
help push the cars out of the ditch and do 
not bother to fill out a report. 


SGT. ART VOIGT said most of the ac- 


cidents on Dundee Road are at the Buf- 
falo Grove and Arlington Heights roads 
Intersections. Most of the accidents, he 
said occur when motorists are attempt- 
ing to turn onto Dundee Road. The acci- 
dents are caused sometimes, he said, be- 
cause of mud or slippery conditions from 
the road construction. 


Volgt predicted the number of acci- 


dents will be reduced when the rea- 
lignments of Buffalo Grove and Arlington 
Heights roads are connected with Dun- 
dee Road. Traffic congestion on Dundee 
Roud could be decreased by as much as 
40 per cent as a result of the realign- 
ments, he said. 
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A QUICK WAY to gat the bottom of a car dented and 
possibly badly damaged is to try to turn off or onto 
Dundee Road Into local shopping establishments or Buf- 


falo Grove Road. A car above, turns out of the Ranch 
Mart shopping center onto the road and the one below 
is turning onto Buffalo Grove Road. 


Store owners lament loss of business 


Many Buffalo Grove store owners and 


managers said Friday construction on 
Dundee Road also is hurting business. 
Some estimate the loss as much as 10 to 
23 per cent. "It's really bad, it's just un- 
real," said Dean Clark, assistant man- 
ager of the National Tea store in the Buf- 
falo Grove Mall. "I've been here since 
June and they (contractor) haven't done 
anything out there." Clark estimates 
sales at the store are down as much as 
25 per cent because of the construction. 


Herb Pink, manager of Plaza Shoes In 


the Ranch Mart Shopping ^Center, tstl- 
mates that business at his store is down 
about 10 per cent. "Dundee Road, espe- 
cially at night is a death trap. I've' had 
all kinds of customers tell me they are 
afraid to drive here at night because of 
the condition of the road." 


"We've had three nice days in a row 


and they haven't been doing anything out 
there. I don't know what's going to hap- 


pen when winter comes and there's snow 
and it becomes slippery out there," Pink 
continued. 


George Wadzinski, manager of the 


Jewel Food Store hi the Ranch Mart, 
said although business is down, he could 
not estimate how much. "I don't blame 
the customers for not coming here. "I 
wouldn't want my wife driving on that 
road." 


"We were going to have a promotion 


for the store, but it's been called off until 
the road is finished. To hold a sales pro- 
motion now would be foolish because it 
would be a waste of money," Wadzinski 
said. 


IN ADDITION to the dangers on the 


road, many businesses, especially at 
the Ranch Mart, reported that many 
shoppers damage their cars when leav- 
ing the parking lot. Numerous motorists 
have damaged mufflers and tail pipes, 
and even ruptured gas tanks when enter- 


ing or exiting Dundee Road. 


Jack Gomes, manager of Mark Drugs 


in the Ranch Mart, said, "I've had many 
customers tell me they hate to come 
here to pick up a prescription. I know 
many people are going to other stores for 
convenience items." Business is down, 
Gomes said, but he could not predict by 
how much. 


Delores Winterfeld, assistant manager 


of Buffalo Grove Cleaners, also in the 
Ranch Mart, estimated business is down 
10 to 15 per cent because of construction. 
"Business is off compared to last year. 
It's a shame the road is taking so long," 
Mrs. Winterfeld said. 


Fred Schaller, manager of Foremost 


Liquors in the Buffalo Grove Mall, said 
although sales haven't been down too 
much, they have not been increasing as 
he expected. "We're really not losing too 
much business, but we're just not getting. 
the plus business we should be getting."

From small towns, they come to patrol urban areas

Of th« 17 new Illinois State Policemen 


assigned to the Des Plalnes station, only 


osffl 


four are from Cook County. Most are 
from small, sleepy downstate towns like 
Shelbyville or Casey or Pontiac, where 
race track traffic and the twice a day 
bumper-to-bumper-tollway spectacle are 
seldom seen. 


BUT FOR AT least a year, these men 


will patrol highways in and outside the 
suburbs, and when that year is up, most 
of them will return home to be a state 
trooper of another sort. 


And chances are that when they leave, 


their replacements will be another batch 
of young men from the same small 
towns. 


The pattern started in 1967, the last 


time the'Illinois General Assembly in- 
creased the number'of state troopers, ac- 
cording to Maj. Francis Piper of the de- 
partment's Springfield headquarters. 


"At that time (when the department 


was increased to 1,700 men) I think the 
economics of the state produced more re- 
cruits from southern Illinois than from 
northern Illinois," he said. "The result 
was that a good many of the recruits 
were assigned to the northern districts." 


After a year in the northern districts, 


the recruits would request transfers back 
to the south, he said. That pattern has 
been perpetuated and is one that Piper 
said will^take time to phase out. 


"Perhaps we could make a more con- 


centrated recruiting effort in northern Il- 
linois, but then there Is a standard test 
that has to be passed and If they don't 
make it we can't take them," he said. 


ONE OF THE REASONS the 'depart- 


ment attracts more men from downstate 
Illinois may be Its salary scale. Troopers 


start at $9,804 a year — a wage that 
stands up better in rural Illinois than In 
the northern urban area. 


Figures show a state trooper's starting 


salary can be as much as $1,000 less than 
the starting salary of some suburban po- 
licemen. 


It compares, for example, with start- 


Ing salaries of $11,024 in Palatine, $10,900 
in Mount Prospect, $10,773 in Schaum- 
burg, $10,704 in Wheeling, $10,144 in Roll- 
ing Meadows, $10,030 In Hoffman Estates 
and and $9,888 in Buffalo Grove. 


It is higher only by about $400 than the 


yearly salary of a new patrolman in Ar- 
lington Heights who earns $9,464. 


Subsequent increases In a trooper's 


salary come with experience, and, ac- 
cording to Capt. Francis Carrett of the

The paper shortage hasn't hit Leahy 


Business Archives In Elk Grove Village. 
Far from It, the company doesn't have 
enough room for all the paper It has — 
more than 100 million pieces. 


Leahy's business Is the permanent and 


temporary storing of company records. 
Founded by the late Emmett Leahy in 
1053, Iho company is In one of the fastest 
growing fields of specialization. 


Cramming the inside of the Elk Grove 


Village location — others are located In 
New York, New Jersey, Miami and Bos- 
ton — Is 80,000 square feet of records 
from such area firms as Union OH, the 
Bank of Elk Grove, downtown Chicago 
broken and Mount Sinai Hospital in Chi- 
cago. 


WHY SHOULD a company store its 


records with someone else? 


"We're In an age of specialization," 


said Jim McCabo, branch manager of 
Leahy Business Archives. "Records stor- 
age is not a function of a corporation. We 
can do It efficiently and more economi- 
cally." he added. 


"I've been told by some Chicago com- 


pnnles that It sometimes cost them $50 
every time they retrieved an old record 
from a remote warehouse by the time 
you considered cabfare, employe time 
and production time lost by pulling an 
employee off the Jbb to go get a record," 
sold McCabe. "With us, the coat to re- 
trieve a record is only $3 or $4 and we 
con relay the Information needed over 
the phone in a matter of minutes," said 
McCabe. 


THE LOCAL plant employs only five 


people. They work much like librarians, 
carefully checking in new records every

Even though the microfilming of records 
has streamlined record keeping in some 
cases, it will never put Leahy Business 
Archives out of business. 


"Microfilming Involves a great deal of 


time and labor — namely expense," said 
McCabe. "Generally, as a rule of thumb, 
If a company plans to keep a record for 
more than 12 years, it's more profitable 
to microfilm. Most records, however, 
have a much less retention time than 
that, usually six years or less," McCabe 
said. 


THE PHILOSOPHY OF the company 


comes from founder Leahy, who once 
sold, "Great men build companies and 
leave the paper shuffling to someone 
else." 


The whole operation prides itself on the 


fact that it can take care of company 
records better than anybody. Leahy is 
now known as the "father of records 
management." 


As statutes of limitations expire, 


Leahy's also systematically destroys 
documents that an no longer needed. 
McCabe estimated his plant destroys 
about 500 cubic feet of records every 
year, while adding about 1,500 cubic feet 
of additional records. To accommodate 
their growth, a 10,000 square-foot addi- 
tion is presently under construction to 
the Elk Grove Village facility.

promoted by the EVE program to give 
children a headstart in formulating ca- 
reer goals. The student company was de- 
signed and operated as nearly like a real 
firm as possible. 


THE FIRST STEP in setting up any 


business is obtaining the proper financ- 
ing. Thus, Stevenson .students about' 
three weeks ago approached • Principal 
Bob Gerry about a small business loan. 
Gerry agreed to back the company on 
the condition that the loan was repaid in 
full (without Interest) after the product 
was sold. 


The divisions of the company were 


then outlined, with the 150 students In the 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades involved 
designated to serve as processors, pack- 
agers, poppers, advertising and commu- 
nications personnel and retailers. 


An internal newsletter called The Pop- 


corn Press was also established to In- 
form employes and other students of 
company activities. Several other stu- 
dents were assigned to put together a 
scrapbook with pictures and stories de- 
scribing their experiences. 


MUCH RESEARCH was conducted by 


the students about popcorn before the 
company went into production. They 
studied where and how popcorn Is grown, 
its various uses by the American Indians 
and others and how a real popcorn man- 
ufacturer operates. 


Production began with the processors 


dividing the 100 pounds of raw popcorn 
purchased by the students into 50 two- 
pound bags. Packagers then measured 
the popcorn into smaller amounts for 
popping. 


After the corn was popped, it was put 


into bags which sold for five and 15 cents 
each. 


The job of the retailer, who manned 


colorful popcorn stands at the school, 
was made easy by the advertising per- 
sonnel. 


THESE STUDENTS produced a video- 


tape commercial which was shown to all 
classes and covered the walls of the 
school with the product's slogans: "We 
Love the Kernel - He's the Poppiest" 
and "Buy the Corniest Popcorn." Sev- 
eral students also became walking ad- 
vertisements, parading around the school 
wearing popcorn-covered outfits and 
barking the benefits of the product. 


Sales last Wednesday to students and 


that night to parents .at a PTA meeting 
netted the company about $98.50. Any 
profits left over after repaying the loan 
from Gerry will be divided among the 
classes participating In the project to use 
as they wish. 
Sixth'grade teacher, Margo Richter, 


who coordinated the popcorn company 
along with, four other Stevenson teachers 
and a volunteer, talked about some of 
the things the children learned In manu- 
facturing.their product 


"It related to everything we're teach- 


ing In the classroom — math, English, 
art — all of It," she said. "They used 
math in measuring the popcorn and the 
Ingredients they needed to pop It and In 
making change. They wrote for the news- 
letter and the-scrapbook and of course, 
there was art in the advertising.'' • •' ' 


The students also sharpened their re- 


search skills, Miss Richter 'said, and 
even learned some new ones such as pho- 
tography. 


BY PERFORMING as various profes- 


sionals in the operations of. the popcorn 
company, she added, the students 
learned, about several jobs and that Icfor- 
mation may help them in making career 


decision! later. 


"It was really a great experience for 


the kids," she said. "Most kids don't 
know what they want to be when they 
grow up and this type of thing gives 
them ideas. You can read and read and 
read about jobs or anything else, but un- 
til the kids actually participate in some- 
thing, they don't really know what It's an 
about." 


Stevenson intermediate students are al- 


ready thinking about another EVE proj- 
ect for next semester. Primary children 
there are getting involved, too. 


LAST WEEK, a group of first and sec- 


ond graders set up their own caramel 
apple factory. Like the popcorn produc- 
ers, these children studied about their 
product, bought the materials they 
needed and made their own caramel ap- 
ples. 


Each student involved had his own job 


for which he was paid in play money. 
The money was later used to purchase 
an apple.

In a loiter to Ken Howcnstlno, vice 


president of the Teachers union, Mart- 
wick questioned the "wisdom and pru- 
dence" of recent board actions against 
members of the East Maine Education 
Association. 


The Cook County superintendent said 


he had received copies of letters of repri- 
mand issued to teachers who violated a 
board policy on wearing buttons refer- 
ring to contract negotiations. He said he 
also studied a copy of a letter of warning 
Isiued to a teacher for allegedly promot- 
ing a sick-In day during the contract dis- 
pute. 


Mutwick said that "such retaliatory 


responses by a school board are "totally 
repugnant to this office." 


"The entire East Maine community 


would be better served If the recent 
teacher-board dispute was used as a 
starting point for more effective commu- 
nication 'and development of a belter 
relationship among all concerned," he 
said. 


MARTWICK URGED teachers to con-- 


lull with an attorney on the legality of 
the button policy and the letters of warn- 
ing Issued to teacher union leaders. 


Last week EMEA Pres. Honk O'Neill

Board member Larry Rciss said the 


board "felt justified there were not viola-' 
tions of rights" when It issued letters of 
warning and reprimand to teachers. 


"Our attorney was consulted and the 
: 


board feels It acted legally," he sold. 


Rciss, who voted against issuing the 


•letter of warning.to-Slowuuki, said he 
would like "to see conditions restored to 
normal. 


"When a confrontation like this hap-

Fifth graders publish their own newspaper

Henry DeFeo, fifth-grade teacher at 


Devonshire School'In Des Plaines wanted 
to make reading class more Interesting 
so he added a new twist — he sometimes 
teaches reading through writing:', i," 


"You can't always expect a young stu- 


dent to read out of a book for 45 min- 
utes," said DeFeo. That's why DeFcot 
started a school newspaper, turnlng.-hls' 
students into miniature reporters, editors 
and even artists. 


"In addition, to ,helping,themMn read-• 


ing, working on V newspaper -helps the 
children understand 'their school .and 
t e a c h e s t h e m o t h e r 
positive 


skills, such as creative writing and how 
to rewrite something they've written," 
said DeFeo. 
'; 


MOST OF THE production of the news- 


paper, which is published twice a year, 
is handled by the students with DeFeo 


offering advice when needed. Editors as- 
sign reporters to interviews with the 
school's principal, special teachers,' or to 
write particular stories. Articles are also 
written on topics in the news outside the 


, school. 


The paper, called "Devonshire Deeds," 


will be a little smaller than In the: past, 
due to the recent newsprint shortage that 
has forced most major newspapers to cut 


• back In size. "We plan to use' both 
sides," said DeFeo. "The kids were real- 
ly aware of the paper shortage and un- 


, derstand the problem, though." 


There are no photographs In "Devon-" 


shire Deeds," but that doesn't mean 
there's 
- no art. Students contribute 


• drawings and -sketches which are later 


put on stencils for reproduction. 


Other contributions to the paper in- 


clude puzzles, word games, student sur- 
veys and poems — and even an occasion- 
al recipe. "The recipes really surprised 


me," said DeFeo. "I never expected any- 
thing like that." 


EVENTUALLY. THE whole school 


gels involved with putting out the paper 
in some way, according to DeFeo. Class- 
room teachers collect articles from stu- 
dents in kindergarten through fourth 
grade Uiat also go irto the paper. 


Direct participation in putting out the 


paper is starting to involve fourth gra- 
ders too, according to DeFeo. 


"Last year, some fourth graders asked 


if they could help," said DeFeo. "Now, 
some of those entering fifth grade have 
some experience in putting out the paper 
and can help the others." 


In addition to everything else they 


learn working on a newspaper, DeFeo's 
students also get a lesson in patience. 
Befoic they can distribute their product 
to the student body, the loose 20 or so 
pages of the paper must be put together, 
organized and stapled — all 500 of them. 


Officials here 
not surprised 
by annexation

Oes Plaines officials expressed little 


surprise last week after learning that the 
Mount Prospect Village Board annexed a

portion of land near Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads which Des Plaines annexed 
Nov. 19. 


The action, which could result in anoth- 


er protracted court fight, marks another 
chapter in the continuing boundary battle 
between the two towns. 


"I'm not surprised," said Mayor Her- 


bert Behrel after learning of the action 
taken by Mount Prospect Thursday to 
annex a 10-acre parcel of land that is 
southwest of the Algonquin and Elmhurst 
Road intersection. 


THE 10-ACRE TRACT and a smaller 


two-acre lot had been part of an annexa- 
tion effort by Des Plaines, but a Cook 
County Circuit Court judge Issued an in- 
junction against the city blocking annex- 
ation of the two-acre property, which is 
owned by Wiikin Insulation Co. 


The owners of the lot had already filed 


a voluntary annexation petition with 
Mount Prospect and Judge Walter P. 
Dahl ruled Des Plaines could not annex 
that lot. He also dismissed a Mount Pros- 
pect lawsuit that sought, to stop annexa- 
tion of several pieces of land hi the area 
including the 10-acre parcel. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Mayor Robert 


Teichert said the 10-acre parcel could not 
be annexed by Des Plaines. because the 
Wiikin property had officially been an- 
.nexed by Mount Prospect. Until the lat- 
ter property was annexed, the 10-acre 
parcel 
was not surrounded 
by in- 


corporated-land and therefore could not 
be involuntarily annexed. 


"It appears Mount Prospect has not 


quit grabbing land In this area," Behrel 
said. Behrel would not comment as to 
whether or not Des Plaines would take 
the matter to court. 


"I am sure this will all work itself out, 


we will have to talk to the city attorney 
about it," Behrel said. 


It is expected that some decision about 


future action on the annexation question 
may be raised tonight by the Des Plaines 
City Council.

any special, rescheduled or reconvened 
meeting, to any focal newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation or any local radio or 
television station that has filed an annual 
request for such notice." 


MOUNT PROSPECT Village Atty. 


John J. Zlmmennann was not available 
Friday for comment Mayor Robert D. 
Telchert said be did not believe the spe- 
cial meeting was improper. 


"It was not an Illegal meeting," he 


said. "We are a duly elected body. We 
were present, bad given notice and voted 
in session. 


"To me, we're one of the few commu- 


nities that makes an all-out effort to 
comply with the open-meeting law." 


Tdchert added, "Everytime somebody 


digs out a little technicality, everybody 
says something's wrong, everybody's 
corrupt." 


"IF THE HERALD believes the meet- 


ing was not legal," he said, "tell the edi- 
tors to write an editorial and accuse us, I 
don't care. And if Des Plaines thinks 
they have something, they've got •law- 
yers; let them go to court with it" 


Des Plaines probably wouldn't get 


very far in court because, If challenged, 
Mount Prospect trustees could simply 
pass the same ordinances adopted last 
Thursday In a regularly scheduled meet- 
Ing. 


Des Plaines has been barred by the 


court from annexing the two-acre Wffldn 
Industrial Co. property, which in turn ap- 
pears to blocks the city's annexation of 
the adjacent 10-acre parcel.

View High School, Is working two hours 
a day at the Ladendorf Oldsmoblle deal- 
ership In Des Plaines. She is one of 66 
students in tin program and, she says 
definitely, "I'm not for women's lib." 


Women's libber or not, she took her 


first auto mechanics course when she 
was a freshman and has stuck with It 
Ask her what Interested her in cars and 
she says simply, "A battery." Then she 
goes on to explain she once watched her 
father put a new battery io the family 
car and "at first I thought he was talking 
about a flashlight battery. When I saw It, 
I said'wow'." 


AT LADENDORF, Kathy works under 


the supervision of a regular mechanic 
and, aacordiog to shop foreman Roger 
Nick, "She's willing and trying real 
hard." Nick, however has his doubts 
about whether she'll ever "make It" as 
an auto mechanic. "She is kind of small 
for some of the jobs," he says. 


Kathy agrees with that assessment. 


The one thing she lacks, she says, is 
"muscles." One recent job, she says, re- 
quired her and her partner to remove the 
front axle from a" oar — the axle weighs 
120 pounds," she said. "I weigh 115." 


There are some things she does very 


well, however. She says she likes to work 
around the steerring wheel and dash- 
board. "That's what's good about being a 
girl 'If you're a mechanic," she says. 
"Your hands are small." 


Wbrking at Ladendorf has taught her a 


lot, she says. She now knows bow me- 
chanics get paid, knows that "they don't 
like-working on new cars" and she has 
developed a mechanics prejudice against 
automobile air, conditioning, which just 
add* one more thing to go wrong and 
makes some parts of the engine less ac- 
cessible. 


SHE ALSO GETS along well in a shop 


full of men - .'"they're really nice" — 
and 'says she is always surprised when 
she 'goes Into the women's rest room at 
the dealership and finds it occupied. 
"There are only four girls in the whole 
office," she'says. 


Getting along while surrounded by men 


was not always so easy, she admits. 
When she signed up for her first auto 
mechanics class, she says, "I was scared 
to .walk into the room. I-was scared that 
when I did.something wrong they'd get 
down on me because I was a girl" 


That phase soon passed, however, and 


Kathy finds that now when her male 
classmates discover she knows about 
cars "they talk to me and the other girls 
get bored. I just take it for granted that 
people know about cars." 


SHE PLANS SOON to buy a car of her 


own — "an old klunker because I like old 
klunkers,", she says. After she graduates 
from Forest View — a fun year early — 
she may go to technical school or get a 
job. Somewhere'on the horizon may be a 
stewardess job, too. 


She wants to keep working on cars, but

The young Elk Grove Village couple, 


now living at 720 Crest Ave., began work 
on their new house in August and expect 
to be finished by late January. They 
have <?one much of the work themselves 
— with a little help from their two chil- 
dren and their friends. 


As amazing as it is for any couple to 


build their own home, for the Adams it is 
even more of an accomplishment. Ex- 
cept for some high school classes Jim 
had In shop and drafting, neither of them 
knew anything about building a house 
when they started. 


WITH THE HOUSE almost under roof, 


Jim said the project turned out to be, 
"more work than I ever planned on 
doing." 
. 


While living in California, the couple 


who have been married 11 years, spent a 
great deal of time house-hunting, looking 
for their ideal home. Like some many 
other couples, whenever they found a 
house that fit their dreams, they also 
found a price tag that did not fit their 
budget. 


In 1970, they moved to Elk Grove Vil- 


lage. Again they went looking for the 
house that had everything they wanted. 


Again, when they found the house, they 
found they could not afford it. 


Most people in those circumstances cut 


back on their dreams to fit their budget, 
but Jim and Beverly decided to cut back 
on tho cost of their home by building it 
themselves. 


JIM STARTED the project at the li- 


brary, taking out books on carpentry and 
construction. "I would have the books 
out for three months. I kept renewing 
them and reading them." 


In January, he began drawing plans 


for the house. He worked on the plans for 
about six months, then gave them to an 
architect to approve. 


The architect made a few minor 


changes in the plans and one major revi- 
sion.

BEVERLY IN addition to being a full 


partner in what they call the J&B Con- 
struction Co., is an experienced "go fer" 
going for this and going for that.

house with his lunch and I'll see Jim sit- 
ting on a saw horse, looking at the 'Blue 
Book',"-said Beverly.

Seventeen young men sat dutifully lis- 


tening to Instructions from the bespec- 
tacled sergeant. 


The group and their leader were a 


striking contrast. He was the hardened 
middle-aged veteran. They were the 
clean cut, Impeccably-uniformed rookies. 


They were the image of the "all-Amei- 


lean boy," groomed, clean-headed, with 
an cver-sc-sllght hint of cocky confidence 
about them. He was the unpretentious' 
but boisterous commander whose bellow- 
ing voice seemed to outrank his'ser- 
geant's stripes. 


But If his voice was severe, It waa with 


good reason. 


Of the 17 new Illinois Stats Policemen 


assigned to the Des Plalnes station, only 


four are from Cook County. Most are 
from small, sleepy downstate towns like 
Shelbyvllle or Casey or Pontiac, where 
race track traffic and the twice a day 
bumper-to-bumper-tollway spectacle are 
seldom seen. 
; 


BUT FOR AT least a year, these men 


will patrol highways In and outside the 
suburbs, and when that year is up, most 
of them will return home to be a state 
trooper of another sort. 


And chances are that when they leave, 


their replacements will be another batch 
of young men from the same small 
towns. 
v 


The pattern started In 1967, the last 


time the1 Illinois General Assembly In- 
creased the numberof state troopers, ac- 
cording to Maj. Francis Piper of the de- 
partment's Springfield headquarters. 


"At that time (when the department 


was increased to 1,700 men) I think the 
economics of the state produced more re- 
cruits from southern Illinois than from 
northern Illinois," he said. "The result 
was that a good many of the recruits 
were assigned to the rx>rthern districts." 


After a year in the northern districts, 


the recruits would request transfers back 
to the south, he said. That pattern has 
been perpetuated and is one that Piper 
said will take time to phase out. 


"Perhaps we could make a more con- 


centrated recruiting effort in northern Il- 
linois, but then there Is a standard test 
that has to be passed and if they don't 
make it we can't take them," he said. 


ONE OF THE REASONS the depart- 


ment attracts more men from downstate 
Illinois may be Its salary scale. Troopers 


start at $9,804 a year — a wage that 
stands up better in rural Illinois than in 
the northern urban area. 


Figures show a state trooper's starting 


salary can be as much as $1,000 less than 
the starting salary of some suburban po- 
licemen. 


It compares, for example, with start- 


ing salaries of $11,024 In Palatine, $10,900 
in Mount Prospect, $10,773 in Schaum- 
burg, $10,704 in Wheeling, $10,144 in Roll- 
ing Meadows, $10,030 in Hoffman Estates 
and and $9,888 in Buffalo Grove. 


It Is higher only by about $400 than the 


yearly salary cf a new patrolman in Ar- 
lington Heights who earns $9,464. 


Subsequent increases in a trooper's 


salary come with experience, and, ac- 
cording to Capt. Francis Carrett of the

Dist. 211 wrapup 
Nation's shortages 
felt by schools 


The kny word these days in the American economy — 


shortage — plagued the High School Dist. 211 Board at its 
meeting last week. 


During the meeting Thursday, the board: 
, 


• Ordered the district administration to study ways to cut 


tho use of electricity in the buildings and gasoline in the 
school buses. Recommendations on specific steps are ex- 
pected next month. The district has already made a 10 per 
cent reduction in natural gas consumption. Natural gas is 
used to heat the district's five schools. 


• Hoard a report from'the district's architect that the addi- 


tion to the administration building, now under construction, 
may be delayed because of shortages of materials. Archltetct 
Wayne Fritch, of Unteed and Associates, told the board the 
masonry work will be completed on the addition on time next 
month, but contractors will not receive steel before Feb. 1. In 
addition, Fritch said there may be problems getting roofing 
materials and added, "We've even had trouble getting No. 12 
white coated electrical wire. Some of the shortages make no 
sense." 


• Agreed with board Pres. Robert Creek that tha district 


may have to be "flexible" In accepting alternate bids when 
contracting for construction of the district's sixth high school, 
planned for Palatine Township. Design for the building is to 
be completed next month and bids are scheduled for March. 
Shortages, according to building architect Kenneth Unteed, 
"could create construction problems and money problems." 
Cost of the building is estimated at $9.4 million. 


• Authorized the district administration to spend up to 


$16,000 to acquire 12,000 reams of paper needed for the 
schools. According to Creek, the district has been unable to 
get any bids for any paper and purchases will have to be 
made from "reliable paper companies" which have paper 
available.

Teacher pushes ALL his 
students to leave class 


by KATHERINE BOYCE 


If BUI Perry loses half the students in 


the general studies program at Conant 
High School, he'll be happy. 


But he would be happier still if he lost 


them all - If all the students in this spe- 
cial education program returned to regu- 
lar classes at Conant. 


These 70 students are classified by the 


state as "socially maladjusted," said 
Perry, director of pupil personnel ser- 
vices at Conant and coordinator of the 
general studies program. 


Some have had to fight to make 


grades; some have a long history of dis- 
cipline problems; some have poor school 
attendance; many are one or two years 
older than other students in their grade 
and some have an emotional or physical 
handicap. In short, they just haven't 
been able to make it In school 


WITH SOME Individual attention from 


teachers of general studies classes these 
students often adapt to Ugh school life 
and can be placed in regular classes, 
said Perry. Of the 18 sophomores who 
participated in the program last year, 
only 10 returned to the program this 
year, the others are now taking regular 
classes as juniors at Conant. 


Perry said about 50 per cent of the 


students in the program leave at the end 
of their freshmen year and 50 per cent of 
the remaining students leave at the end 
of their sophomore year. The program 
has never been offered on the senior lev- 
el. 


THE GOAL OF the program is to put 


all students in regular classes. "We'd 
like to put our special education teachers 
out of business," said Perry, "We'd like 
to integrate all our students into the 
traditional school setting." 


The general studies program offered at 


Conant 2nd Hoffman Estates High 
School, gives students the necessary 
courses to meet graduation requirements 
— English, American history, social sci- 
ence, math and science. The classes usu- 
ally have fewer students than other 
classes, each student is allowed to work 
in a subject area on his own academic 
level and is given Individual attention 
from the three teachers in the program. 
"If there are 15 kids in class its conceiv- 
able that they may be at 15 different 
places In math," said Perry. 


The program gives students "structure 


with flexibility. It zeroes in on their 
weaknesses," said Perry. If a student 
has a special interest, such as science, 
he often is given special projects in that 
area, said Perry, "and if he has a weak- 
ness in another subject, he gets extra 
help from the teacher." 


SOME OF THE classrooms are noisy, 


busy with students working on various 
assignments and projects, either by 
themselves or in small groups. On the 
wall of one room there is a poster of

"Everybody knows me as the guy 


building his house. When people drive by, 
they stop, beep and wave," be said.

started working. You don't have regular 
meals," he said. 


FOR ANYONE eke interested in build- 


ing their own home, Jim has several 
helpful suggestions. 


"You've got to have a lot of time avail- 


able. I'm a pilot and can work about 18 
to 20 days a month on the house. 


Financing a bouse you are building 


yourself is also something of a problem. 
Banks will not make a conventional 
mortgage loan, the bouse'has to be fi- 


nanced through a construction loan. 


For a professional contractor to get a 


construction loan Is one thing, for a pri- 
vate person to get a loan to build bis own 
bouse is another thing. 


"You've got to sell yourself to the 


bank.v You have to convince them you 
can do it," said Jim. 


He talked with several banks before 


finding one willing to provide the neces- 
sary financing.

pletely Involved. And you have to have 
complete faith and confidence In the per- 
son you married," she said.

I'm backed Into a corner I don't suspend 
a kid from school," Perry said. 


"Everybody has problems," said Per- 


ry, and it's the goal of the program to 
help these students cope with their own 
particular problem. "It's their responsi- 
bility to help the other kids plus help 
themselves," he said, "We don't want 
these kids to be overly dependent on us." 


The program Is designed as a transi- 


tion for students from special help to a 
regular class. Once they accept the re- 
sponsibility of working in a regular class 
they often "perform at that level of ex- 
pectation," said Perry. 


"If you can integrate them back into 


the classroom they are more accepted by 
their peers. "You're saying they're nor- 
mal," said Perry, "We don't want them 
to be special — we want them to be like 
any other Ud."

Centner ouster reported

Five Republican village board mem- 


bers met secretly the night before the 
hoard formally decided last June to oust 
former Palatine Police Chief Robert 
Centner, It was disclosed Saturday at a 
hearing on Centner's dismissal. 


"I think wo discussed a number of 


Items to coma before the village board. 
It wasn't a meeting. We were just sitting 
around drinking. It was a cocktail par- 
ly," said GOP Trustee Richard Fonte 
during cross-examination by John D. 
Hayes, Centner's attorney. 


Hayes spent most of the day-long hear- 


ing before the village police and fire 
commission chipping away at a seven- 
point list of charges Issued against Cen- 
tner by the village board before he re- 
signed June 23. 


In place of the stated charges, Hayes 


tried to convince the commission that the 
village board's "real reasons" were 
based on behind-the-scenes politicking 
and low-level blackmail. Village officials 
deny the allegations. 


The hearing was continued until 9 a.m. 


Frldgy after Hayes cross-examined three 
Republican trustees called by. Village 
Atty. Jack Slegcl. Village Pres. Wendell 
Jones was first to take the stand and re- 
mained there until mid-afternoon while 
Hayes questioned him about his actions 
as trustee In the past seven years. 


QUESTIONING OF Jones, Fonle and 


Trustee Bryan Coughlln revealed that 
the five Republican village board mem- 
bers met secretly in Coughlin's home 
June 17, the night before the board for- 
mally decided to otut Centner, to discuss 
budget policies In the village health and 
police departments. 


On cross examination, Coughlln said It 


would have been improper for the 
trustees to Invite Centner to one of tlicir 
"Sunday evening socials," Indicating 
that such gatherings are held often. He 


denied that they constitute improper de- 
cision-making sessions by the five GOP 
trustees, who make up both a quorum 
and a majority of the village board. 


The Illinois Open Meetings Act prohi- 


bits secret or unannounced meetings by 
government bodies such as village 
boards. 


Village charges that preceded Cen- 


tner's resignation involve his alleged 
lack of effective drug control, overweight 
trucks, tavern surveillance and adminis- 
trative policies. He remains on the police 
force as a lieutenant. 


Other major points Saturday before a 


crowd of 30 spectators included Jones' 
testimony that he phoned Centner at 4:30 
p.m. June 25 and told the police chief 
there were "very serious questions" 
whether the chief would be demoted to 
the rank of lieutenant or sergeant, and 
asked Centner to think over voluntarily 
resigning. 


THE ORDINANCE to empower the vil- 


lage board to fire Centner was drawn up 
with the space for rank left blank, Hayes 
said. He submitted the ordinance as evi- 
dence in the case. 


Jones' dissatisfaction with ' Centner's 


administration began in 1969 or 1970, 
when he met with four or five policemen, 
he testified. Jones said he also met with 
P a t r o l m e n John Setzer, 
Michael 


McDonald and Sgt Eugene -Boblnski in 
early February of this year at the police- 
men's request. 


Their complaints of poor commu- 


nications between policemen and Centner 
firmed when Jones met with Lt. Frank 
Ortiz on Feb. 14, Jones testified. • 


During this time, Jones told the com- 


mission, he had no direct contact with 
Centner cxcegt for routine budget hear- 
ings and periodic meetings of the village 
board Public Health and Safety com- 
mittee.

From small towns, they come to patrol urban areas 
Illinois state troopers—All-American boys

First of two parts 


Seventeen young men sat dutifully lis- 


tening to Instructions from the bespec- 
tacled sergeant. 


The group and their leader were a 


striking contrast. He was the hardened 
middle-aged veteran. They were the 
clean-cut, Impeccably-uniformed rookies. 


They were the image of the-"all-Amer- 


ican boy," groomed, clean-headed; with 
an cvcr-so-sllght hint of cocky confidence 
about them. He was the unpretentious 
but boisterous commander whose bellow- 
Ing voice seemed to outrank his ser- 
geant's stripes. 


But if his voice was severe, it was with 


good reason. 


Of the 17 new Illinois State Policemen 


assigned to the Des Plaines station, only 


four are from Cook County. Most are 
from small, sleepy downstatc towns like 
Shelbyville or Casey or Pontlac, where 
race track traffic and the twice, a day 
bumper-to-bumper-tollway spectacle are 
seldom seen. 


BUT FOR AT least a year, these men 


will patrol highways in and outride the 
suburbs, and when that year is up, most' 
of them will return home to be a state 
trooper of another sort. 


And chances are that when they leave, 


their replacements will be another batch' 
of young men. from the same small 
towns. 


The pattern started in 1967, the last 


time'the Illinois General Assembly In- 
creased the number of state troopers, ac- 
cording to Maj. Francis Piper of the de- 
partment's Springfield headquarters. 


"At that time (when the department 


was increased to 1,700 men) I think the 
economics of the state produced more re- 
cruits from southern Illinois than from 
northern Illinois,", he said. '"The result 
was that a good 'many, of the recruits 
were assigned to the northern districts.". 


After a year in,the northern districts, 


the recruits would request transfers back 
to the south, he said. That pattern has 
been.perpetuated and is one that Piper 
said will take time to phase out. 


"Perhaps we could make a more con-, 


centrated recruiting effort in northern Il- 
linois, but then there Is a standard, test 
that has to be passed and if they don't 
make it we can't take them," he said. . 


ONE OF THE REASONS the depart- 


ment attracts more men from downstate 
Illinois may be its salary scale. Troopers 


start at $9,804 a year — a wage that 
stands up better in rural Illinois than in 
the northern urban area.' 


Figures show a state trooper's starting 


salary can be as much as $1,000 less than 
the starting salary of some suburban po- 
licemen. 


If compares, for example, with start- 


ing salaries of $11,024 in Palatine, $10,JCO 
in Mount Prospect, $10,773 in Schaum- 
burg, $10,704 in Wheeling, $10,144 in Roll- 
ing Meadows, $10,030 in Hoffman Estates 
and and $9,888 in Buffalo Grove. 


It is higher only by about $400 than the 


yearly salary of a new patrolman In Ar- 
lington Heights who earns $9,464.

Dist. 211 wrapup 
Nation's shortages 
felt by schools 


The key. word these days in the American economy — 


shortage — plagued the High School Dist 211 Board at its 
meeting last week. 


During the meeting Thursday, the board:

Architetct 
Wayne Fritch, of Unteed and Associates, told the board the 
masonry work will be completed on the addition on time next 
month, but contractors will not receive steel before Feb. L In 
addition, Fritch said there may be problems getting roofing 
materials and added, "We've even had trouble getting No. 12 
white coated electrical wire. Some of the shortages make no 
sense." 


• Agreed with board Pres. Robert Creek that the district 


may have to be "flexible" in accepting alternate bids when 
contracting for construction of the district's six*h high school, 
planned for Palatine Township. Design for the building is to 
be completed next month and bids are scheduled for March. 
Shortages, according to building architect Kenneth Unteed, 
"could create construction problems and money problems." 
Cost of the building is estimated at $9.4 million. 


• Authorized the district administration to spend up to 


$16,000 to acquire 12,000 reams of paper needed for the 
schools. According to Creek, the district has been unable to 
get any bids for any paper and purchases will have to be 
made from "reliable paper companies" which have paper 
available. Dist 211 was a member of a cooperative purchas- 
ing arrangement on paper with several other districts, but the 
low bidder for the paper has not been able to make deliveries 
because of shortages.

Revealed at hearing on dismissal 
Secret board meet before 
Centner ouster reported

Five Republican village board mem- 


bers met secntly the night before the 
hoard formally decided last June to oust 
former Palatine Police Chief Robert 
Centner, it was disclosed Saturday at a 
hearing on Centner's dismissal. 


"I think we discussed a number of

Village officials' 
deny the allegations. 


The hearing was continued until 9 a.m. 


Friday .after Hayes cross-examined three 
Republican trustees called by Village 
Atty. Jack Siegel. Village Pres. Wendell 
Jones was first tp take the stand and re- 
mained there until mid-afternoon while 
Hayes questioned him about his actions 
as trustee in the past seven years.

Seventeen young men sat dutifully lis- 


tening to instructions from the bespec- 
tacled sergeant. 


The grcup and their leader were a 


striking contrast. He was the hardened 
middle-aged veteran. They were the 
clean-cut, impeccably-uniformed rookies. 


They were the image of the ."all-Amer- 


ican boy," groomed, clean-headed, with 
an cver-so-alight hint of cocky confidence 
about them. He was the unpretentious 
but boisterous commander whose bellow- 
Ing voice seemed to outrank his ser- 
geant's stripes. 
: 


But if his voice was severe, it was with 


good reason. 


Of the 17 new Illinois State Policemen 


assigned to the Des Plaines station, only 


four are from Cook County. Most are 
from small, sleepy downstate towns like 
Shelbyville or Casey or Pontlac, where 
race track traffic and the twice n day 
bumper-to-bumper-tollway spectacle are 
seldom seen. 


BUT FOR AT least a year, these men 


will patrol highways in and outside the 
suburbs, and when that year Is up, most 
of them will return home to be a state 
. trooper of another sort. 


And chances are that when they leave, 


their replacements will be another batch 
of young men from the same small 
towns. 


The pattern started in 1967, the:last 


time the Illinois General Assembly in- 
creased the number of state troopers, ac- 
cording to Maj. Francis Piper of the de- 
partment's Springfield headquarters. 


"At that time (when the department 


was Increased to 1,700 men) I think the 
economics of the state produced more re- 
cruits from southern Illinois than from 
northern Illinois,", he said.' "The result 
was that a good'many of the recruits 
were assigned to the northern districts,". 


After a year in the .northern districts, 


the recruits would request transfers back 
to the south, he said. That pattern has 
been perpetuated .and is one that Piper 
said will take time to phase out. 


"Perhaps we could make a more con- 


centrated recruiting effort in northern Il- 
linois, but then there is a standard test 
that has to-be passed and if they don't 
make it we can't take them," be said. 


ONE OF THE REASONS the depart- 


ment attracts more men from downstate 
Illinois may be its salary scale. Troopers 


start at $9,804 a year — a wage that 
stands up better In rural Illinois than in 
the northern urban area. 


Figures show a state trooper's starting 


salary can be as much as $1,000 less than 
the starting salary of some.suburban po- 
licemen. 


It compares, for example, with stort- 


ing salaries of'$11,024 in Palatine, SlO.iWO 
in Mount Prospect, $10,773 in Schaum- 
burg, $10,704 in Wheeling, $10,144 in Roll- 
ing Meadows, $10,030 in Hoffman Estates 
and and $9,888 in Buffalo Grove. 


It is higher only by about $400 than the 


yearly salary of a new patrolman in Ar- 
lington Heights who earns $9,464. 


Subsequent increases in a trooper's 


salary come with experience, and, ac-

Mental health center 
to add two counselors

Two additional staff counselors will be 


added to the Elk Grove-Schnumburg 
Townships Mental Health Center Imme- 
diately, even though construction of new 
facilities to house the added staff now Is 
two months behind schedule. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of the 


mental health center, said the new staff 
members, which were budgeted for In 
this year's mental health center budget, 
would "allow us to wipe out our waiting 
list, which has grown to 45 people." 


Additional space for the new personnel 


was to have been provided by an addi- 
tion to the mental health center at 700 
Blostcrflcld Rd., known as "The Farm- 
bouse." The addition originally was to 
havo been completed by Dec. 1. 


Rosen told board members that there 


had been a delay in getting the building 
permit for the addition. According to 
Rosen, Elk Grove Village building In- 
spectors found several village building 
code violations In the addition plans, 
none of which were major. "We now 
hope to have the permit in a few days," 
said Rosen. 


Once the permit Is obtained, construc- 


tion can begin. The four-room addition Is 
expected to be completed about two 
months after the start of construction. 


Rosen said an agreement has been 


reached for the mental health center to 
use tho counseling offices at Elk Grove 
High School after 4 p.m. which will give 
the center additional space, until tho ad- 
dition is complete. 


AT THE THURSDAY night meeting of 


the mental health board, two more resig- 
nations had been submitted from board 
members. There are now five vacancies 
on the 15-mcmber mental health board. 
Don Lang, who has served on the mental 
health board since it began 1% years 
ago, and Mark Knudsen have resigned. 


Some of the vacancies are expected to 


bo filled at the next meeting of the 
board, Dec. 20. Fourteen residents of the 
two-township area have applied for 
board scots, according to Rosen. The 
board's nominating committee will be 
screening the applicants and will make a 
recomcndation to the entire board on 
Dec. 20. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board: 
• Elected board member Joseph 


Greco treasurer to replace Lange and 
elected Marilyn Qulnn secretary. Mrs. 
Qulnn was not present Her election was 
subject to her approval. 


e Heard a report from Rosen on two 


possible program additions he is in- 
vestigating. Rosen said one program 
would be an extension of a present one 
the mental health center operates with 
the Elk Grove Village Police Depart- 
ment. Counselors would be assigned 
directly to police departments, working 
with officers and taking referrals. Up to 
00 per cent of the program can be funded 
by tho Illinois Law Enforcement Com- 
mission, according to Rosen. Another 
program possibility would have the cen- 
ter as a referal agency for suspected 
child abuse cases.

She is the first girl 
to participate in High School Dist 214's 
program to put advanced auto mechan- 
ics students into the shops of automobile 
dealerships. 


Kathy, a junior from Mount Prospect 


who will graduate this June from Fo.-est 
View High School, Js working two hours 
a day at the Ladendorf Oldsmoblle deal- 
ership in Des Plaines. She is one of 56 
students in the program and, she says 
definitely, "I'm not for women's lib." 


Women's libber or not, she took her 


first auto mechanics course when she 
was a freshman and has stuck with it. 
Ask her what interested her in cars and 
she says simply, "A battery." Then she 
goes on to explain she once watched her 
father put a new battery in the family 
car and "at first I thought he was talking 
about a flashlight battery. When I saw It, 
I said 'wow'."

Nick, "She's willing and trying real 
hard." Nick, however has his doubts 
about whether she'll'ever "make It" as 
an auto mechanic. "She is kind of small 
for some of the jobs," he says. 


Kathy agrees with that assessment. 


The one thing she lacks, she says, is 
"musrles." One recent job, she says, re- 
quired her and her partner to remove the 
front axle from a car — the axle weighs 
120 pounds," she said. "I weigh 115." 


There are some things she does very 


well, however. She says she likes to work 
around the steerring wheel and dash- 
board. "That's what's good about being a 
girl If you're a mechanic," she says. 
"Your hands are small." 


Working at Ladendorf has taught her a 


lot, she says. She now knows bow me- 
chanics get paid, knows that "they don't 
like working on new cars" and she has 
developed a mechanics prejudice against 
automobile air conditioning, which just 
adds one more thing to go wrong and 
makes some parts of the engine less ac- 
cessible. 


SHE ALSO GETS along well in a shop 


full of men — '"they're realty nice" — 
and says she is always surprised when 
she goes into the women's rest room at 
the dealership and finds it occupied. 


"There tire only four girls in the whole 
office," she says. 


Getting along while surrounded by men 


was not always so easy, she admits. 
When she signed up for her first auto 
mechanics class, she says, "I was scared 
to walk into the room. I was scared that 
when I did something wrong they'd get 
down on m*e because I was a girl." 


That phase soon passed, however, and 


Kathy finds that now when her male 
classmates discover she knows about 
cars "they talk to me and the other girls 
get bored. I just take it for granted that 
people know about cars." 


SHE PLANS SOON to buy a car of her 


own — "an old klunker because I like old 
klunkers," she says. After she graduates 
from Forest View — a full year early — 
she may go to technical school or get a 
job. Somewhere on the horizon may be a 
stewardess job, too. 


She wants to keep working on cars, but 


"I'd rather do it as a hobby." And it's 
apparent hi her conversation that her ex- 
perience in an all-male field has given 
her a perspective many teenage girls 
lack. 


"I remember when I first started auto 


mechanics," she says, "there was a boy 
hi my home ec class and nobody would 
sit with, so I sat with him. I knew how 
he felt because I knew I was going to be 
the only girl hi a class."

Siegel made several objections to

drive In June by Republican village 
trustees to oust him.

Berton Braun, who resigned hi late 
July to become village manager in Wood- 
ridge. 


A PETITION DRIVE started by Sieg- 


mar Olaf Schneider after Centner's res- 
ignation gathered more than 3,000 signa- 
tures hi support of a public hearing to 
detail the board's reasons for wanting to 
oust the chief. 


Village officials In late July reversed 


their earlier refusals to grant such a 
hearing. Scheduling difficulties with both 
Siegel and Hayes caused delays hi the 
actual hearing date until Saturday. 


The three-man commission hearing the 


case will make findings in the seven 
charges issutd against Centner and will 
submit a recommendation of whether or 
not the village board should accept Cen- 
tner's resignation. Their recommenda- 
tion is not binding upon the board and is 
expected to have little or no influence on 
the board's earlier decision. A new chief 
Is expected to be named tonight

TEACHERS GIVE students individual 
help In earning the credits needed 
for graduation while they adjust to 


high school in the general studies 
program taught at Conant High 
School in Hoffman Estates. 


Teacher pushes ALL his 
students to leave class

If Bill Perry loses half the students in 


the general studies program at Conant 
High School, he'll be happy. 


But he would be happier still if he lost 


them all — if all the students in this spe- 
cial education program returned to regu- 
lar classes at Conant. 


These 70 students are classified by the 


state as "socially maladjusted," said 
Perry, director of pupil personnel ser- 
vices at Conant and coordinator of tho 
general studies program. • 


Some have had to fight to make 


grades; some have a "ong history of dis- 
cipline problems; somj have poor school 
attendance; many are one or two years 
older'than other students in their grade 
and some have an emotional or physical 
handicap. In short, they just haven't 
been able to make it in school. 


WITH SOME individual attention from 


teachers of general studies classes these 
students often- adapt to high school life 
and can be 'placed In regular classes, 
said Perry. Of the 18 sophomores who 


participated in the program last year, 
only 10 returned to the program this 
year, the others are now taking regular 
classes as juniors at Conant. 


Perry said about 50 per cent of the 


students in the program leave at the end 
of their freshmen year and 50 per cent of 
the remaining students leave at the end 
of their sophomore year. The program 
has never been offered on the senior lev- 
el. 


THE GOAL OF the program is to put

From small towns, they come lo patrol urban areas 
Illinois state troopers—All-American boys

First of two parts 


Seventeen young men sat dutifully lis- 


tening to Instructions from the bespec- 
tacled sergeant. 


The group and their leader were a 


striking contrast. He was the hardened 
middle-aged veteran. They were the. 
clean-cut, impeccably-uniformed rookies. 


They were the image of the "all-Amer- 


ican boy," groomed, clean-headed,: with 
an cvcr-so-slight hint of cocky confidence 
about them. He was the unpretentious 
but boisterous commander whose bellow- 
ing voice seemed to outrank his ser- 
geant's stripes. 


But If his voice was severe, it was with 


good reason. 


Of the 17 new Illinois State Policemen 


assigned to the Des Plaines station, only 


four are from Cook County. Most arc 
from small, sleepy downstate towns like 
Shelbyville or Casey or Pontiac, where 
race track traffic and the twice a Hay 
bumper-to-bumper-toilwaj spectacle arc 
seldom seen. 


BUT FOR AT least a year, these men 


will patrol highways In and outside the 
suburbs, and when that year is up, most 
of them ".111 return home to be a state 
trooper o. another sort. 


And chances are that when they leave, 


their replacements will be another batch 
of young men 'from the same small 
towns. 


The pattern started in 1967, the last 


time the Illinois General Assembly In- 
creased the number of state troopers, ac- 
cording to Maj. Francis Piper of the de- 
partment's Springfield headquarters. 


"At that time (when the department > 


was increased to 1,700 men) I think the ' 
economics of the state produced more re- 
cruits from southern Illinois -than from : 
northern Illinois," he', said. ''The. rtstilt 
was that a good many of the recruits 
were assigned to the northern districts." 


After a. year In the northern districts, 


the recruits would request transfers back, 
to the south, he said. That pattern has 
been perpetuated and Is one that Piper 
said will take time to phase out. 


"Perhaps we could make a more con- 


centrated recruiting effort in northern II-. 
llnois, but then there Is a standard test 
that has to be passed and if they don't 
make it we can't take them," he said. • 


ONE OF THE REASONS the depart- 


ment attracts more men from downstate 
Illinois may be its salary scale. Troopers 


start at $9,304 a year — a wage that 
stands up better hi rural Illinois than in 
the northern urban area. 


Figures show a state trooper's starting 


salary can be as much as $1,000 less than 
the starting salary of some suburban po- 
licemen. 


It compares, for example, with start- 


ing salaries of $11,024 In Palatine, $10,960 
in Mount Prospect, $10,773 in Schaum- 
burg, $10,704 In Wheeling, $10,144 in Roll- 
ing Meadows, $10,030 in Hoffman Estates 
and and $9,888 in Buffalo Grove. 


It is higher only by about $400 than the 


yearly salary of a new patrolman In Ar- 
lington Heights who earns $9,464. 


Subsequent increases in a trooper's 


salary come with experience, and, ac- 
cording to Capt. Francis Carrett of the

Dist. 211 wrapup 
Nation's shortages 
felt by schools 


The key word these days in the American economy — 


shortage — plagued the High School Dist. 211 Board at its 
meeting last week. 


During the meeting Thursday, the board: 
• Ordered the district administration to study-ways to cut 


the use of electricity in the buildings and gasoline in the 
school buses. Recommendations on specific steps are ex- 
pected next month. The district has already made a 10 per 
cent reduction in natural gas consumption. Natural gas is 
used to heat the district's five schools. 


• Heard a report from the district's architect that the addi- 


tion to the administration building, now under construction, 
may be delayed because of shortages of materials. Archltetct 
Wayne Frltch, of Unteed and Associates, told the board the 
masonry work will be completed on the addition on time next 
month, but contractors will not receive steel before Feb. 1. In 
addition, Frltch said there may be problems getting roofing 
materials and added, "We've even bad-trouble getting No. 12 
white coated electrical wire. Some of the,shortages make no 
sense." 


• Agreed with board Pres. Robert Creek that the district 


may havo to be "flexible" In accepting alternate bids when 
contracting for construction of the district's sixth high school, 
planned for Palatine Township. Design for the building is to 
be completed next month and bids are'scheduled for March. 
Shortages, according to building architect Kenneth Unteed, 
"could create construction problems and money problems." 
Cost of the building is estimated at $9.4 million. 


• Authorized the district administration to upend up to 


$16,000 to acquire 12,000 reams of paper needed for the 
schools. According to Creek, the district has been unable to 
get any bids for any paper and purchases will hove to be 
made from "reliable paper companies" which have paper 
available. Dist. 211 was a member of a cooperative purchas-' 
ing arrangement on paper with several other districts, but the 
low bidder for the paper has not been able to make deliveries 
because of shortages. 
Problems to be discussed 


The Dist. 211 board and stauents from the district's five 


high schools will meet Feb. 14 to discuss common problems. 


The board agreed to the meeting, requested by student 


leaders, and Thursday agreed they will make up an agenda of 
specific things they would like to talk to the students about. 


Supt. Richard Kobe said two students from each school 


have also been chosen to develop an agenda from the stu-

all students in regular classes. "We'd 
like to put our special education teachers 
out of business," said Perry, "We'd like 
to integrate all our students into the 
traditional school setting." 


The general studies program offered at 


Conant and Hoffman Estates High 
School, gives students the necessary 
courses to meet graduation requirements 
— English, American history, social sci- 
ence, math and science. The classes usu- 
ally have fewer students than other 
classes, each student is allowed to work 
in a subject area on his own academic 
level and Is given individual attention 
from the three teachers hi the program. 
"If there are 15 kids in class its conceiv- 
able that they may be at 15 different 
places In math," said Perry. 


The program gives students "structure 


with flexibility. It zeroes in on their 
weaknesses," said Perry. If a student 
has a special Interest, such as science, 
he often is given special projects in that 
area, said Perry, "and if he has a weak- 
ness in another subject, he gets extra 
help from the teacher." 


SOME OF. THE classrooms are noisy, 


busy vrith students working on various 
assignments and projects, either by 
themselves or in small groups. On the 
wall of one room there is a poster of 
Brian Piccolo which was made by a stu- 
dent. Short stories are tacked on the bul- 
letin board. One is a thriller about vam- 
pires, one is a humorous story about 
Morris the cat of television commercial 
fame, and another is a sad love story 
about two high school students. 


Mental health center 
to add two counselors

Two additional staff counselors will be 


added to the Elk Grove-Schaumburg 
Townships Mental Health Center imme- 
diately, even though construction of new 
facilities to house the added staff now is 
two months behind schedule. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of the 


mental health center, said the new staff 
members, which were budgeted for in 
this year's mental health center budget, 
would "allow us to wipe out our waiting 
list, which has grown to 45 people." 


Additional space for the new personnel 


was to have been provided by an addi- 
tion to the mental health center at 700 
Biesterfield Rd., known as "The Farm- 
house." The addition originally was to 
have been completed by Dec. 1. 


Rosen told board members that there 


had been a delay in getting the building 
permit for the addition. According to 
Rosen, Elk Grove Village building in- 
spectors found several village building 
code violations in the addition plans, 
none of which were major. "We now 
hope to have the permit in a few days," 
said Rosen. 


.Once the permit is obtained, construc- 


tion can begin. The four-room addition is 
expected to be completed about two 
months after the start of construction. 


Rosen said an agreement has been 


reached for the mental health center to 
use the counseling offices at Elk Grove 
High School after 4 p.m. which will give 
the center additional space, until the ad- 
dition is complete. 


AT THE THURSDAY night meeting of 


the mental health board, two more resig- 
nations had been submitted from board 
members. There are now five vacancies 
on the 15-member mental health board. 
Don Lang, who has served on the mental 
health board since it began 1% years 
ago, and Mark Knudsen have resigned. 


Some of the vacancies are expected to 


be filled at the next meeting of the 
board, Dec. 20. Fourteen residents of the 
two-township area have applied for 
board seats, according to Rosen. The 
board's nominating committee will be 
screening the applicants and will make a 
recomendatlon to the entire board on 
Dec. 20. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board: 


' • Elected board member Joseph 
Greco treasurer to replace Lange and 
elected Marilyn Quinn secretary. Mrs. 
Quinn was not present Her election was 
subject to her approval. 


• Heard a report from Rosen on two 


possible program additions he is in- 
vestigating. Rosen said one program 
would be an extension of a present one 
the mental health center operates with 
the Elk Grove Village Police Depart- 
ment. Counselors would be assigned 
directly to police departments, working 
with officers and taking referrals. Up to 
90 per cent of the program can be funded 
by the Illinois Law Enforcement Com- 
mission, according to Rosen. Another 
program possibility would have the cen- 
ter as a referal agency for suspected 
child abuse cases.

"It's their responsi- 
bility to help the other kids plus help 
themselves," he said, "We don't want 
these kids to be overly dependent on us." 


The program Is designed as a transi- 


tion for students from special help to a 
regular class. Once they accept the re- 
sponsibility of workiug in a regular class 
they often "perform at that level of ex- 
pectation," said Perry. 


"If you can integrate them back Into 


the classroom they are more accepted by 
their peers. "You're saying they're nor- 
mal," said Perry, "We don't want them 
to be special — we want them to be like 
any other kid."

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Parcel had been sought by Des Plaines 
Des Plaines 'not surprised' 
by land annexation move

DCS Plaines officials expressed little 


surprise last week after learning that the 
Mount Prospect Village Board annexed a 
portion of land near Algonquin and Elm- 
hurst roads which DCS Plaines annexed 
Nov. 19. 


The action, which could result in anoth- 


er protracted court fight, marks another 
chapter In the continuing boundary battle 
between the two towns. 


"I'm not surprised," said Mayor Her- 


bert Bchrcl after learning of the action 
taken by Mount Prospect Thursday to 
annex a 10-acrc parcel of land that is 
southwest of the Algonquin and Elmhursl 
Road intersection. 


THE ID-ACHE TRACT and a smaller 


two-acre lot had been part of an annexa- 
tion effort by DCS Plaines, but-a Cook 
County Circuit Court judge issued an In- 
junction against the city blocking annex- 
ation of the two-acre property, which is 
owned by Wllkin Insulation Co. 


The owners of the lot had already filed 


a voluntary annexation petition with 
Mount Prospect and Judge Walter P. 
Dahl ruled Des Plaines could not annex 
that lot. He also dismissed a Mount Pros- 
pect lawsuit that sought to stop annexa- 
tion of several pieces of land In the area 
Including the 10-acrc parcel. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Mayor Robert 


TcJchcrt said the 10-acre parcel could not 
be annexed by DCS Plaines, because the 
Wllkln property had officially been an- 
nexed by Mount Prospect. Until the lat- 
ter property was annexed, the 10-acre 
parcel was not surrounded by in- 
corporated land and therefore could not 
be Involuntarily annexed. 


"It appears Mount Prospect has not 


quit grabbing land in this area," Bchrel 
said. Bchrcl would not comment as to 
whether or not DCS Plaines would take 
the matter to court.

Peggy Cox, the home's 
social rehabilitation director, said Fri- 
day, "If we can help her, we'd sure love 
to." 


Miss Cox said she learned of the girl's 


plight through stories printed in The Her- 
ald. "The article intrigued me. I wasn't 
aware of the law. I couldn't imagine any- 
one being unable to use the talking 
books." 


The law referred to by Miss Cox stales 


a person must be blind or physically 
handicapped such that they cannot use a 
book in order to use the facilities of the 
Reader's Services Division for the Blind 
and Physically Handicapped as adminis- 
tered by the U.S. Library of Congress. 


Last April the teen-aged girl's family 


applied for two talking books through the 
Mount Prospect Public Library. How- 
ever, the regional outlet for the books, 
the Gail Bordcn Public Library in Elgin, 
had to refuse her request because she 
did not qualify under the law. 


THE GIRL HAS a hearing defect and a

Illinois state troopers—All-American boys

First of two parts 


Seventeen young men sat dutifully lis- 


tening to Instructions from the bespec- 
tacled sergeant. 


The group and their leader were a 


striking contrast. He was the hardened 
middle-aged, veteran. They were the 
clean-cut, Impeccably-uniformed rookies. 


They were the Image of the "all-Amer- 


ican boy," groomed, clean-headed,'with 
an cver-so-allght hint of cocky confidence, 
about them. He was the unpretentious 
but boisterous commander whose bellow- 
ing voice seemed to outrank his ser- 
geant's stripes. 


But If his voice was severe, It was with 


good reason. 


Of the 17 new Illinois State Policemen 


assigned to the Des Plaines station, only 


four are from Cook County. Most are 
from small, sleepy downstate towns like 
Shclbyville or Casey or Pontiac, where 
race track traffic and the twice a day 
bumper-to-bumper-tollway spectacle arc 
seldom seen. 


BUT FOR AT least a year, these men 


will patrol highways In and outside the, 
suburbs, and when that year Is up, most 
of them will return home to be a state 
trooper of another sort. 


And chances are that when they leave, 


their replacements will be another batch 
of young men .from the same small 
towns. 


The pattern started in 1967, the .last 


time the Illinois General Assembly In- 
creased the number of state troopers, ac- 
cording to Maj. Francis Piper of the deV 
partment's Springfield headquarters. 


"At that time (when the department 


was increased to '1,700 men) I think the 
economics of the state produced more re- 
cruits from southern Illinois than from 
northern Illinois," he said. "The result 
was that a good.many of the recruits 
were assigned to the northern districts." 


After a year in:the northern districts, 


the recruits would request transfers'back 
to the south, he said..That pattern has 
been perpetuated and is one that Piper 
said will take time to phase out. 


"Perhaps we could make a more con- 


centrated recruiting effort in northern Il- 
linois, but then there Is a standard test 
that has to be passed and if they don't 
make it we can't take them," he said. 


ONE OF THE REASONS the depart- 


ment attracts more men from downstate 
Illinois may be its.salary scale. Troopers 


start at $9,804 a year—a wage that 
stands up better hi rural Illinois than in 
the northern urban area. 


Figures show a state trooper's starting 


salary can be as much as $1,000 less than 
the starting salary of some suburban po- 
licemen. 


It compares, for example, with start- 


ing salaries of $11,024 in Palatine, $10,960 
in Mount Prospect, $10,773 in Schaum- 
burg, $10,704 In Wheeling, $10,144 in Roll- 
ing Meadows, $10,030 in Hoffman Estates 
and and $9,888 in Buffalo Grove. 


It is higher only by about $400 than the 


yearly salary of a new patrolman in Ar- 
lington Heights who earns $9,464.

areas of the village," said Mnrcla Troch, 
president of the Ivy Hill Civic Associ- 
ation. 


The "fringe areas" frequently abut 


open, undeveloped land. And home- 
owners know that where there's vacant 
land, It's only a matter of time before a 
developer will wont to rczone It for mul- 
ti-family housing. 


THE PROPOSED R-P zoning category 


Is a sophisticated planned development 
ordinance that calculates density accord- 
Ing to the number of bonus points a de- 
veloper wins with his plans. 


Points arc awarded for such things as 


underground parking, percentage of open 
space and maximum use of landscaping 
In a project. 


Village Planner Joe Kcslcr says he 


thinks the homeowner worries that R-P 
will mean more apartments arc un- 
founded. 


"The whole reason far R-P is because 


wo don't want the kind of massive apart- 


ment projects we've gotten in the past," 
he says. 


R-P would require a mixture of hous- 


ing types, Including a minimum of 20 per 
cent single-family homes, "not just a to- 
ken number as a buffer, like we're get- 
ting now," he said. 


UNDER THE bonus system, density 


for R-P projects would range from 10 
two-bedroom units per acre to 13.6 units 
depending on the edveloper's "score." 


This is a reduction, Keslcr points out, 


from the 14.S units per acre now per- 
mitted in Arlington Heights' multi-family 
zoning district. 


Out some members of the village 


board's legal committee also are worried 
about the potential for running up high 
densities. As a result, it has recommend- 
ed that the range be reduced. It will also 
look at a Northbrook planned devel- 
opment ordinance that allows only 5 to 
8 5 units per acre. 


"What we're tending towards Is Impact 


zoning where all these things are taken

this week will begin their annual check 
of every sign In the village.

Each inspection includes a check of the

From small towns, they come to patrol urban areas 
Illinois state troopers—All-American boys

First of two parts 


Seventeen young men sat dutifully lis- 


tening to instructions from the bespec- 
tacled sergeant. 


The group and their leader were a 


striking contrast. He was the hardened 
middle-aged veteran. They were the 
clean-cut, impeccably-uniformed rookies. 


They were the image of the "all-Amer- 


ican boy," groomed, clean-headed, with 
an cver-so-sllght hint of cocky confidence 
about them. He was the unpretentious 
but boisterous commander whose bellow- 
Ing voice seemed to outrank his ser- 
geant's stripes. 


But If his voice was severe, It was with 


good reason. 


Of the 17 new Illinois State Policemen 


assigned to the Des Plalnes station, only 


four arc from Cook County. Most are 
from small, sleepy downstate towns like 
Shelbyvllle or Casey or Pontlac, where 
race track traffic and the twice a day 
bumper-to-bumpcr-tollway spectacle arc 
seldom seen. 


BUT FOR AT least a year, these men 


will patrol highways In and outside the • 
suburbs, and when that year is up, most 
of them will return home to be a state 
trooper of another sort. 


And chances are that when they leave, 


their replacements will be another batch 
of young men from the same small 
towns. 


The pattern started in 1967, the last 


time the Illinois General Assembly in-; 
creased the number of state troopers, ac- 
cording to Maj. Francis Piper of the de- 
partment's Springfield headquarters. 


"At that time (when the department 


was Increased to 1,700 men) I think the 
economics of the state produced more re- 
cruits from southern Illinois than from 
northern Illinois," he said. "The result 
was that a good many of the recruits 
were assigned to the northern districts." 


After a year In the northern districts, 


the recruits would request transfers back 
to the south, he said. That pattern has,, 
been perpetuated and is one that Piper 
said will take time to phase out. 


"Perhaps we could make a more con- 


centrated recruiting effort In northern Il- 
linois, but then there is a standard test 
that has to be passed and if they don't 
make it we can't take them," he said! 


ONE OF THE REASONS the depart- 


ment attracts more men from downstate 
Illinois may be its salary scale. Troopers 


start at $9,804 a year — a wage that 
stands up better in rural Illinois than in 
the northern urban area. 


Figures show a state trooper's starting 


salary can be as much as $1,000 less than 
the starting salary of some suburban po- 
licemen. 


It compares, for example, with start- 


ing salaries of $11,024 in Palatine, $10,960 
In Mount Prospect, $10,773 In Schaum- 
burg, $10,704 in Wheeling, $10,144 in Roll- 
Ing Meadows, $10,030 hi Hoffman Estates 
and and $9,888 in Buffalo Grove. 


It is higher only by about $400 than the 


yearly salary of a new patrolman in Ar- 
lington Heights who earns $9,464. 


Subsequent increase In a trooper's 


salary come with experience, and, ac- 
cording to Capt. Francis Carrctt of the

Kathy Diffenbach Is a pretty teenager 


who would like to be an airline steward- 
ess because "I love to travel and I like 
people." 


At the same time, however, Katny is, 


If not a grease monkey, at least an auto 
mechanlc-in-trainlng. She is the first girl 
to participate in High School Dist 214's 
program to put advanced auto mechan- 
ics students into the shops of automobile 
dealerships. 


Kathy, a Junior from Mount Prospect 


who will graduate this June from Forest 
View High School, is working two hours 
a day at the Ladendorf Oldsmobile deal- 
ership in Des Plalnes. She is one of 56 
students in the program and, she says 
definitely, "I'm not for women's lib." 


Women's libber or not, she took her 


first auto mechanics course when she 
was a freshman and has stuck with it. 
Ask her what Interested her in cars and 
she says simply, "A battery." Then she 
goes on to explain she once watched her 
father put a new battery in the family 
car and "at first I thought he was talking 
about a flashlight battery. When I saw it, 
I said 'wow'." 


AT LADENDORF, Kathy works under

"She is kind of small 
for some of the Jobs," he says.

120 pounds," she said. "I weigh US." 


Them are some things she does very 


well, however. She says, she likes to work 
around the steerrlng wheel and dash- 
board.
